We * ſeveral couriers, whoſe dreſs 


is very different from thoſe who live 


in Iþahan. The reader will find a 
repreſentation of them in plate 110. 
The plumes which they wear on 
their turbans, and the ornaments that 
accompany them, are of various co- 


lours. Their veſts are uſually of ſcar- 


let, and little bells are faſtened to 
their girdles, with tufts of black filk. 


The found of theſe bells is heard at 


a conſiderable diſtance, when the 
couriers are in motion. Thoſe who 


hire them, are obligedto furniſh them 
with this habit, which becomes their 


own at the end of the journey, over 


and above the wages they receive. It 


1s uſual to hire as many of theſe cou- 


riers as are judged neceſſary; with 
a bearer of Cahan, or a bottle of to- 
bacco, who is mounted on a mule, 
that likewiſe carries two portmantles, 
or leathern caſes, filled with coffee, 
roſe-water, tobacco, and ſuch like 


accommodations. We have repre- 


ſented one of theſe perſons, with his 
equipage, in plate 111. The Per- 


ans are always attended by ſome of 


theſe ſervants, in their travels, and 


are imitated by all Europeans of any 


rank. The little machine, which 
hangs on one fide of the mule, is fil-

We proceeded on our journey at 
one in the morning, and arrived, in 
the ſpace of two hours and an half, 


at the Caravanſeraiof Merza Elraſa, 


and, within another hour, at a place, 
where part of the cuſtoms exacted for 
mercantile goods, is paid, We ar- 
rived, about the twenty eighth, at the 


Fine Cara village of Majaer, where a fine Ca-

ravanſerai is built of ſtone, and was 
founded by King Sulemoen, the fa- 
ther of the Prince who now reigns. 
A range of fine ſtables runs all round 
the inſide of the court; and the out- 


ide of this building has more the 


air of a palace, than of a publick 
for travellers. There are 


two kinds of wings on the ſides of 
the fore-gate, and a large en- 
trance, that appears beautiful, and 
opens into exceeding fine walks of 


of which that in the middle is tgñge 


largeſt, It likewiſe fronts the edi- 


fice, and extends very far towards 


the mountains. No ſituation can be 
more amiable than that of this Cara- 
vanſerai, which we have delineated in 
plate 112. The principal cuſtoms 
are paid there. The village, on one 


ſide of it, is large, and ſurrounded 


with trees; and the officers of the 
cuſtoms ſent from thence refreſh- 
ments of melons, and grapes, toMr. 
Bakker, my companion in thisjour- 

ney. | . 
We left this place on the twenty 
eighth, about three in the morning, 
and paſſed by a water- mill, on a lit- 
tle river, which we croſſed twice, on 
two ſmall bridges of ſtone, and ar- 
rived, about ten that morning, ata 
large town, called Komminsja, which 
is filled with gardens, and little tow- 
ers that ſerve for pigeon-houſes. On 
one fide of this town, we obſerved 


the tomb of a ſaint named Zja-reſa. The Tomb 
It is encloſed with a wall, whoſe in- f Saint. 
ward ſpace is ornamented with ſeve- 

ral trees, and two fountains filled 


with fiſh, which the Per/an ſuper- 
ſition will not permit any one to 
touch. We ſaw carps in the ſmalleſt, 
and large fiſh in the other. This 
tomb has a lofty ſituation on the ſlope. 

of a mountain. We paſſed the = 


in the Caravanſerai built of earth, in 


the town, and purſued our journey 
on the twenty ninth, about five in 
the morning. We were informed, 


that ſome other travellers had been 


robbed, as they left the town, of 
two beaſts loaded with goods; and 


as the inhabitants of that place have 


the reputation of being great thieves, 
we had reaſon to ſuſpect they had 
given this inſtance of their abilities 
in that profeſſion ; we, therefore, 
judged it expedient to be upon ou. 
guard, eſpecially as. we were well 
provided with fire arms. Robberies 
of this nature are very frequent in 
that quarter; but if one has any 
friend to make proper complaints 
at court, the lord of the town is ob- 
liged to be reſponſible for what is 
loſt ; but if a perſon has not ſuch an | 
| in-

intereſt as I have mentioned, he muſt 


not expect any reſtitution. This re- 


gulation obliges the officers of the 


place to be very attentive to the con- 
duct of the inhabitants, and yet rob- 


beries are frequently repeated. 


The road, without the town, con- 


tracts itſelf into a narrow paſs, be- 
tween two ranges of mountains, and 
which is rendered very dangerous 


by the torrents that are continu- 


ally rolling from the ſummit; but 


it opens, at the diſtance of half a 


league, into a plain, which is en- 


compaſſed by theſe mountains. Se- 
veral villages, full of gardens, preſent 
themſelves to the view on the right, 


but the mountains are all barren and 


about five, at the village of Amana-

rocky, and the land upon them lies 


wild and uncultivated. We came, a- 


bout eleven, to the Caravanſerai of 
Mag ſoe- begie, without having met 


any game in our way. We there 


found ſeveral pigeons, woodcocks, 
mallards, and larks, along the edges 
of a little. canal. We left this place, 


at one in the morning, and arrived, 


baet, which is faid to ſeparate Per- 


Ja from Parthia. 


We arrived, about eleven in the 


forenoon, at the Caravanſerai of 7e 


 dagaes, which is a village ſeated a- 


on rocks. The houſes riſe one above 
another, and form a very fine pro- 
ſpect by that diſpoſition. Below the 


mong the mountains, and part of it 


village is a large valley, watered by 


a ſmall river abounding with fiſh, 
and which muſt be croſſed over a 


| None bridge, in order to arrive at 


the Caravanſerai, which 1s likewiſe 


built of ſtone. The proſpect, a little 
below this building, is diverſified wit 
large plantations of trees, and a vari- 


ety of gardens, which extend three or 
four leagues. This village appears 
from the Caravanſerai in the manner 


repreſented in plate 113. It riſes ve- 
ry high on each ſide, with a ſteep de- 


clivity. On one fide of the great 
road, we ſaw a building that reſem- 
bled a fortreſs, the foundations of 
which are of ſtone, and the ſuperſtruc- 


ture of earth and clay. You enter it 


by a little bridge; and the adjoining 


houſes riſe, ſome four, others: five, 1704. 


ſix, or ſeven feet one above another, 
and with ſuch ſmall apertures tor the 
admiſſion of light, that one would 
rather take them for pigeon-holes 
than windows. The buildings in 
the higheſt range enjoy a ſufficiency 
of light and air, which the ſecond 
row receives only on one fide; but the 
loweſt are fo extremely dark, that 
the inhabitants are obliged to burn 
candles night and day, even in the 
ſtables and folds, where they lodge 
their cattle. This place is, however, 
ſaid to have been once a city, found- 
ed ſeveral ages ago; which may be 
very probable, fince there is not ſuch 
another form of buildings in all Per- 
a. I had the curioſity to enter the 
place; but did not continue there 
long, for fear of engaging myſelf too 
far among a people with whoſe aſ⸗ 
pect I was not greatly pleaſed, and, 
indeed, there was nothing remark- 
able to excite my attention. Theſe 
poor people are real objects of com- 
paſſion; and one cannot eaſily conceive 
what inducements they can poſſiblyx 
have to continue in ſo diſagreeable 
a place, in one of the fineſt countries 
of the world ; unleſs it be mere ha- 
bitude, which may be conſidered as 
a kind of ſecond nature. I was in- 
formed, that there was a well in 
this place, cut twenty fathoms 
deep, and ten feet in diameter, 
through the rock, and which ſerves 
as a baſon ; into which there is a paſ- 
ſage on one ſide, through a ſmall 
fortreſs; and an aſcent out of it, on 
the other, by a flight of ſtairs; 
but thoſe who viſit it are always o- 


bliged to have candles in their hands. 


We were preſented, at the Cara- 
vanſerai where we lodged, with little 


hot loaves of white bread, made in 


the manner of our country, for the 
Eunopeans who travel in theſe parts, 
and altogether as good as the ſmall 
loaves of Amſterdam. - This part of 
the country produces the beſt corn 
in all Perſia, which the governor of 
Zjie-raas preſerves for the King and 


court. This proceeding occaſioned , 


the Perſian proverb, Chiraup Jjie-

704. that is, Zjie-raas for wine, Jeſdagatr 
CIV for bread, and Fes for women; all 


which are in perfection in thoſe 


laces. Ovens are very numerous 
through the whole kingdom; and 


they are made in the form of wells, 


in a moment; and when they are 


taken out, others are immediately 
1 in the room. Large bread is 


ikewiſe baked in theſe ovens, as 
among us; and they make Biſcuits 
. geren which are altogether as 

d as thoſe in France. 5 


1 took the draught of the ſouth 


ſide of this place, from the great 
road, where I had a full proſpect 


of the mountain, with the houſes 
built upon it one above another, as 
may be ſeen in plate 114. with a 


view of ſome gardens and other ſcat- 


. tered places, that are comprehended 
under the ſame name, and give a 


large extent to this village. 


We renewed our journey, at two 


in the morning, through a very in- 


_ commodious narrow way, which 
gradually enlarged as we advanced 
forwards. And we found, at the 


diſtance of ſome leagues from thence, 
a ſmall houſe, which uſually ſerves 
as à retreat to the robbers who in- 
feſt that road and the adjacent parts, 


and who never fail to attack thoſe 


travellers who are not in a condition 


to defend themſelves, and are fre- 
quently murdered as well as robbed. 


We arrived, about ten in the 
morning of the thirty firſt of this 
month, at Dedergoe, a village eight 


leagues from Feſdagaes, where we 
Were ſurpriſed with a great tempeſt, 


which involved usin fo thick a cloud 


of duſt, as made us almoſt inca- 
pable of opening our eyes; and the 
cold was very violent at the fame 
time. The clouds, towards noon, 
_ diſcharged a greater quantity of rain 


than had fallen in the ſpace of all that 


"ſummer. But theſe inconveniences 
did not prevent us from proceeding 


on our journey, and our company 


Was increaſed on the way, by ſeve- 
ral travellers, who joined us for their 
© greater ſecuttty. Two of our cou-

 riers were here taken ill, and we 1704; 
were obliged to leave one of them 
behind us, till he could be capable | 


either of returning to Ipaban, or fol- 
lowing us: The other, whom I had 
hired, finding his indiſpoſition a 


little abated, was determined to con 
tinue with us, | 


The weather grew fine again, on 


the firſt day of November, and we 
advanced through a village that was 


chiefly inhabited by robbers; and 
had hardly left it before we miſt an 
aſs that belonged to the conductor of 
our caravan. Upon which, we im- 
mediately diſpatched two of our men 


to the village, where they had the 


good fortune to find the beaſt, in 
the hands of an honeſt man, who 
defired them to ſearch the packs of 
goods, in order to ſee whether any 
thing had been taken away; and 
when they had fatisfied themſelves as 
to this particular, they rejoined us in 


a ſhort time. 


We then advanced into a plain, 
and arrived at a ſtone: bridge with 
five arches, which we did not care 
to paſs over, becauſe it ſeemed in a 
ruinous condition on one. ſide ; for 


which reaſon we rather choſe to ford 


the river, which was but ſhallow. 


It likewiſe abounded with fiſh, but 

ve were incapable of receiving any 

benefit from them, becauſe the day 

was far adyanced, and we had a long

way to travel. | 


© - We met a ſmall body of Arabi, Arab. 
who had lately decamped, and were 


in queſt of a new ſettlement. Their 


wives and daughters had rings, with 
a mixture of pearl, and common 
ſtones, at the tip of their noſes, and 
which hung down, in the form of a 


croſs,” to their mouths; their hair 
was ſet off with other ornaments, and 


a piece of linnen wound over their 
heads, but their faces were uncover- 
ed. Their upper veſt deſcended no 
lower than ch 

one fell down to the middle of their 
legs; their ſhifts came ſomething 
lower, and flowed over their drawers 
and ſtockings. The generality of 
theſe women rob with as much in-

We arrived, in the ſpace of two 
hours, at the village of ane ag 


which is a good Caravanſerai built of 
ſtone, where we ſtopped a while, the 


weather being very bad; but this did 
not prevent us from continuing our 


journeyat five in the morning, through | 
lovely plains, and afterwards through 


ways that. opened between rocks 
and mountains, and were very in- 


commodious. We then paſſed by a 


ruinous Caravanſerai, in a tract that 
was filled with robbers, and where 
travellers ought to be always upon 


their guard. From thence we ad- 


vanced into a plain that was covered 
with water and reeds, and likewiſe 
with ſeveral ſorts of birds; among 
whom there was one of an extraor- 
dinary ſize, and which I took for a 
bird of prey. We alſo ſaw ſeveral 


Arabs under tents; and when we had 
ſiufficiently traverſed the mountains, 


we came; at twelve, to the town of 
Anapas, ſeated in a fertile plain, where 
the Lands are all arable, and well 
watered, and a Caravanſerai of ſtone 
is likewiſe built there. = 


We continued here till midnight, 


and arrived, the third of this month, 


at the town of Ovesj0en, where there 


is another Caravanſerai of ſtone, on 


the edge of a running ſtream. This 
\ - , _firvationisequallyagreeable and com- 


modious, and it lies in the neigh- 
bourhood of ſeveral other villages. 
The land affords paſture for a prodi- 
gious number of ſheep and goats. 


The graſs is entirely parched by the 


Sun, and yet proves very nouriſh- 
ing to the cattle, This is a ſurpriſing 
_ circumſtance, conſidering the drought 
that reigns in Per/ia, and the ſterili- 


ty of the mountains, which are co- 


vered with rocks; and there are like- 
wiſe but few trees to ſhade the land, 

On one fide of this Carauanſerai 
wee faw a tomb, cover'd with a ſmall 
. riſing dome, and ſurrounded with a 
wall. The inhabitants pretend that 
it is the ſepulchre of a brother of 
King Se, who endeavour'd to make

As this tract abounds with fiſh, we Greatplen- 
cauſed ſome nets to be caſt, and drew 8

out four great fiſh, the two 
which much reſembled carps; the 


others had broad ſcales and yellow 
bellies; and they are excellent food 
tho' their skin be very thick. This 
part of the country is likewiſe ſtock- 


ed with partridges, woodcocks, and 


* . 


cranes, which ſpring to a great height 
in the air. „„ 
We proceeded on our journey af- 


ter ſun-ſet, and by break of day 
ſtruck into a road between the moun- 
tains that are very lofty and rocky; 


and the ways are ſo narrow, that they 


are hardly paſſable by horſes, and 
other beaſts of burden. They are 
likewiſe ſo ſteep and ſlippery in ſeve- 


ral places, that the poor animals 
are frequently overthrown with alt 


their load; and they are altogether 
as tatiguing to travellers, who are 


continually obliged to alight and re- 
mount. This place called to my re- 


membrance thoſe defiles, which 


Quintus Curtius ſays Alexander paſ- 
ſed in this tract. On the wo top

of this mountain we found a delight- 


ful ſpring, covered-over with ſtone; 


It was ten when we had croſſed to 


the other fide of the mountain, where 


we found a ruinous Carauanſerai.

come at the kernel, which, like wild 


_ Almonds, has an excellent reliſh when 


pickled. 


Fehn produces another tree cal- 


led Afrag, which bears a profuſion 
of flowers and leaves, that are thick 
ſet, but eaſily ſeparable from one a- 


nother, and they reſemble the ker- 


nels of white melons, when viewed 


ductive of any fruit; but its thick, 


ſpreading and leafy branches, diffuſe 


a deep and pleafing ſhade.

_ preſentation of one of theſe plants, 
may be ſeen in plate 116. This 


country likewiſe produces another 


tree, which is called Naer-wend, and 


pbheears a fruit with a ſmooth skin, 


fome growths of which are as large 


_ as ones fiſt, others ſmaller. This fruit 
s white, and refembles a bladder; 
it is likewiſe impregnated with a wa- 


ter, which converts itfelf into a gum, 
that proves falutary in the cure of

The town of Majien, where we

We proceeded on our journey, al- 
ways keeping to 'the right, and ar- 


rived. at the river Bendemir, which 


croſſes the country; and we paſt it, 
about eleven, at a {mall diſtance from 
two other mountains very near ea 


other, and which had formerly been 


crowned with fortreſſes; tho none 


of their ruins are now viſible. We 


obſerved an opening on the upper 
part of each of theſe mountains, and 
Which is continued through the rock 
that riſes upon them, and ſerves as a 
paſſage to the top, which ends in a 
round maſs of ſtone, that, at a diſ- 
tance, reſembles a caſtle, ' Some per- 
fons pretend, that the remains of a

It is likewiſe faid, 
that this place formerly afforded a

longer to be ſeen, as on the account 
of the danger to which they are ex- 
poſed in ſuch a ſolitary Situation. 
Roads 1 We found, in this place, two roads 
Ferſepolis hich led to Perſepolis; one to the 
left, on the fide of theſe two moun- 
tains ; and the other to the right, at 
a ſmall diſtance ſrom the former, 
where a ſtone bridge of four arches 
is built over the river Bendemir, 
which the antients called by the name 
of Corus, Corius, or Cyrus, and to 
which they joined another, under 
the name of Araxis, which is men- 
tioned in the life of Alexander the 
'great; and they likewiſe called it 
"ns or Cyreſchatas. This road 
is uſually. choſen, leaving the river 
on the left, as thoſe do, who go to 
Zjte-raes. Near the bridge I obſer- 
ved part of a column, which had 


formerly been join'd to it, like ſeve- 


ral others that are frequently to be 
ſeen at the end of bridges. This 
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empty themſelves into the Caſpian 
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lations of Aras, Kur, and Araxes, 1704. 


croſſes the country, and after it ha. 
received into its channel the waters

of ſeveral leſſer ſtreams, is faid to 
diſcharge itſelf into the rivers of Me-

The ſteep banks of this river, a- 
bound with the moſt agreeable little 
trees in the world. When we had 
paſs'd over the bridge, and advanced 
half a league beyond it, we left the 


Caravanſerai of Aebgerm on our right, 


and arriv d about noon, and after a 
journey of five leagues, at the village 
of Frograbaet, where there was no 


Caravanſerai : And we were ſur- 
priſed with a great tempeſt, which 


continued till night ; after which the 
air clear'd up, and we had a ſecond 
view of the mountains. I was de- 
ſirous to take a draught of them, and 
are repreſented in the plate 


which is here inſerted. I mean the 
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&YV bridge; for I could not ſee the third,

two mountains which are neareſt the 


inhabitants call them the Three Bro- 
thers, from their reſemblance to each 
other; thoſe who advance in the

but we kept on by. the plain 


mountains, and came, about nine in 
the morning, to a very lofty ſtone

This defect in their . accounts pro- 
ceeds from their not having obſer- 


ved thoſe ruins with all the circcum- 


ſpection and exactneſs that are re- 
quiſite. Others have attempted to 
pleaſe, by introducing pompous re- 


a ſet of fables, or voluntary errors: 
one of which is, that the ſtorks ne- 
ver remove to any diſtance from this 
plain; which is ſo far from being 
true, that it is very certain, they con- 
tinue there only for a certain ſeaſon, 
as they do in other places; and dif- 
appear, when they have completed 
their neſts, and reared their young 
on ſeveral columns of theſe ruins.

The firſt fix figures which appear 


at the entrance of the ſtair-caſe to 


the eaſt, are ſmaller than the reſt, 
and have large veſtments, with great 


ae ſleeves; and a round bonnet 


iſing in plaits, and larger in the 
upper than the lower part. They 
are likewiſe repreſented with hair 


7 and long beards. Each of them 


holds a lance in the right hand, and 


a quiver of arrows is faſtened to the 
back with a ſtrap carried over 


te ſhoulder. - The figure which 


precedes all the others, holds the next 
by the left hand, and graſps a fork 


with its right. It ſeems to repreſent 


an eccleſiaſtic at the head of a pro- 


ceſſion of others: it is likewiſe array- 


ed with a large robe, with a girdle 


hanging down very low. 


The three figures by which theſe 
are ſucceeded, have ſhorter robes 
and ſleeves, with upper, and under 


veſts, and pointed bonnets formed 


into five plaits. Theſe laſt are pro- 
perly the Tiaras, which are alſo 


called Reflexa, becauſe they are ſloped and in each of theſe pots are ſeen 


into a curve behind, as the Tiara 
Phryg1a are thoſe which are bent be- 


fore. One of theſe appears on the head 


of Ulyſſes on antient medals. Two 
of theſe figures hold a little bucket in 
each hand, and the third has two 
hoops. This laſt is followed by+two 
horſes, drawing a chariot, and b. 

two other figures that place their left 
arms, one on the back, and the o- 


ther on the neck of the horſes, They 
are all repreſented with hair and 
; beards; ſome are likewiſe bare-head- 


ed, others have a bandage, or a 


kind of diadem, folded round their

heads. Between each compartment 1704. 
of ſix or ſeven figures, a kind of 


vaſe appears, and the two firſt fi- 
gures always hold each other by the 
hand. An horſe, led by the bridle, 
is repreſented in the ſecond diviſion, 
and two figures bear ſomething that 

reſembles a veſtment. There are 
five of theſe figures in the third com- 
partment with little buckets, and 
two others with large bowls. 
Thoſe in the fourth are not habited 
ſo well as the others, fince they 
have only a ſhort and very ſtrait veſt, 
together with a cincture and long 
drawers, which are likewiſe ſtrait 
and plaited.

all the other win Jows. The ſcu p-

breadth. This piece was ſtill entire, 
becauſe it could not be approached 
by any who might be deſirous of 
breaking it; the; entrance. being 
| cloſed up with a large ſtone, ſo that 
thoſe figures are only to be ſeen from 
one fide. Had it not been for this 
impediment, I ſhould have attempt- 
ed to procure one of the hands. The 
reſt of the body, as far as the 
ſtomach, is buried in the earth. 
I found three hundred diſtinguiſh- 
able figures of this nature, in the e- 
difice to the eaſt, and the neareſt 
of any to the mountain. Among 
the ruins to the ſouth are twenty 
ſix large figures of men and beaſts, 
on the pilaſters of the portals. In 
each of the tombs on the mountain 
are fifty human figures, excluſive of 
the animals, and they amount to 
a hundred in the whole. So that 
when we add all the figures toge- 
ther, comprehending thoſe which 
are {till viſible on the ruined ſtair- 
caſes, and other places, I belive they 
will amount to near 1300 9 15 of 
men and beaſts. 
h Per fians call the remains of 
theſe antient ruins, Chil-minaer, or 
Chel-menaer, which ſignifies the for- 
ty columns, as has been already ob- 
ſerved; and they undoubtedly re- 
ceived this appellation, at a time 


when no more than that number 


were remaining. The word Chil 
ſignifies forty, and menaer, a cir- 
cumference ; and it is very uſual for 
the 538 to beſtow that name on 

any building which has about the ſame 
number of pillars; as was intimated 
in my deſcription of the palace of

I ſhall now make ſome remarks The habits 


on the drapery. of the figures, which _ 
entirely differs from all that I have 


ever ſeen before, and has no ſimili- 

tude to that of the Greeks and Ro- 

mans, nor even to that of the antient 
Perſians. The rules of art are not he ine- 
rved in the figures, ſince no 83 
muſcles are viſible in the naked parts architec= 
and the figures in general have a ture. 
motionleſs air. Nothing has been

this neglect cauſes them to appear 

ſtiff and inelegant. The draperies 

have likewiſe the ſame defects, and 

the whole is a taſteleſs ſameneſs, as 

is evident by the plates I have made 
without any addition or diminu- 


| tion, | 


The proportions, however, have che ye 
been finely kept, both in the great ron „ 
and ſmall figures, which is a de- T 
monſtration that thoſe who made 
them, were not deſtitute of capaci- 
ty, but were poſſibly, obliged to be 
too expeditious, to be capable. of 
employing all the neceſſary: atten- 
tions, and to finiſh them with 
the utmoſt perfection. But it muſt 
be confeſſed, that moſt of the or- 
naments are exceeding beautiful, as 
well as the chairs in which the fi- 
gures are ſeated, notwithſtandin 
they are much impaired. It is there- 
fore reaſonable to believe, that there 
were formerly ſome very fine frag- 
ments, which have ſince been de- 
ſtroyed by time; and I am perſuad- 
ed that ſome figures have been 
found there completely rounded ;

04. and that there were ſeveral things 
much more remarkable, and in

greater perfection, in a place where 
ſuch ſtately remains are ſtill to be 
ſeen. They are now ſuppoſed to 


be the ruins of one ſtructure, be- 
cauſe no diſtinction appears among 
them. Several perſons likewiſe ima- 


gine the ſtones of the rock which 


compoſed it, to be a white marble, 


and thoſe of the ſtair-caſe black. 


For my part, I am perſuaded, on 


- the contrary, that the whole has

entirely de- 4 * 
freyed. it now remaining, only the rocks that 


appear on each ſide, incline one to 
believe that there were buildings for- 
merly, beyond the encloſure of the 


been hewn from the rock, which is 


the natural product of the moun- 
tain, ſo that there was no neceſlity 


to go to a greater diſtance for thoſe 
materials. It is even viſible, that 


great part of this edifice has been cut 


out of the rock itſelf in the moun- 
tain, to which the ſtructure joins; 


and any one will be ſufficiently con- 
vinced of this truth, by examining 
ever ſo little the two tombs on that 


mountain ; together with moſt of 
the ſtair-caſes, the princi 


founda- 
tion of the walls, and the other 
rocky fragments that are to be found 
up and down, eſpecially in the north- 
ern part of this edifice. What has 
contributed to the propagation of 
this error, is, that the generality of 
theſe ſtones are poliſhed like a mir- 


_ ror, and particularly thoſe within 
the portal, and thoſe which com- 


the windows and pavements, 


that are ſtill to be ſeen. An- 
other reaſon which cauſes them to 


be taken Ir marble, is their ap- 
pearing with different colours, fuch 
as yellow, white, grey, red, a 
deep blew, and even black in ſome 
places : But I impute this variety to 
time, and the rather, becauſe it is to 


be ſeen in the rock of the mountain. 


The greateſt part, however, of 
this edifice, is a har blue; and that 
a better judgment may be formed 
of the colours, I have been at the 
pains to copy them from the ſtruc- 
ture itſelf, in diſtemper. | 

With reſpe& to the city of Per- 


polis, there are not any traces of 


The TRAVELS ef 1 
edifice which has been deſcribed. 1704. 
The Perſians ſay, and it likewiſe wy 


appears by their writings, that this 
city was once of great extent, ſitu- 
ated in a plain; and that the ruins 
which are ſtill to be ſeen, are thoſe 


of the palace of the antient kings of 
Pera. According to the beſt of 
my judgment, it ſeemed to have 
extended along the mountain, and 


from thence a great way into the 


plain; but after all, theſe are only 
conjectures, ſince there are no traces 


of it now to be ſeen, except the co- 
lumn which ſtands to the ſouth, and 
without the incloſure of the ruins 
of the palace, and likewiſe the por- 
d. 88 

I had generally the good fortune 


to be favoured with very fine wea- 


ther, during my continuance there. 
Rains and ſnow would indeed fall 


ſometimes,andat other times it proved 
froſty ; fo that I was then obliged to 
confine my ſelf to my houſe till the 


weather became more favourable. I, 
however, viſited the ruins as fre- 
quently as poſſible, and made a kind 


of kitchen there; but if I had en- 
joyed the company of a friend 


as curious as my ſelf, together with 
a good dog, I ſhould have paſſed the 


night in a grot of the mountain, to 
fave my ſelf the labour of returning 


thither every day. This is generally 
practiſed by the Arabians who live in 


tents, and are followed by their 
cattle, with which they cultivate the 
earth, even under the walk of 


theſe ruins, They came frequent- 
ly to viſit me, while I was employed 


among theſe celebrated antiquities. 
The inhabitants of the circumjacent 


villages did the ſame,” as well as 


their Kalantaer, or Bailiff. Several 


poor people likewiſe, induced by 


the curioſity to behold fo noble a 
ſpectacle, came daily thither with 
their families, and camels, who aſ- 


cended and came down the grand ſtair 


_ caſe, as eaſily as their conductors. I 


took notice that theſe people examin- 
ed theſe famous ruins with more cu- 


riofity than Mr. Tavermer, who aſ- 


fures us that twelves columns were 


ſtanding forty eight years ago; and 
adds, that theſe ruins, which are

ſo much talked of in the world, are 
not worth a traveller's going half a 


league out of his way to ſee them. 
They were likewiſe more curious than 
a Dutchman, who drew them by

The town of MZzer-chas-&oen, 
which is the neareſt of any to theſe 


antiquities, is of a conſiderable ex- 


tent, and accommodated with ſe- 
veral Bazars ; it likewiſe abounds 
with all forts of proviſions and 
fruits, eſpecially melons, grapes, o- 
ranges, citrons, pomegranates, &c. 

Beſide the birds I have already 


: mentioned, I likewiſe found four or 


five ſorts of little birds that con- 


tinually harbour among theſe ruins, 


and on the mountain, and entertain 
the ear with the moſt agreeable me- 
lody 


nightingale. Some of them are al- 
the ſize of the ſwallow, and have 
their bodies ſpotted ; a third claſs is 
ſmaller and variouſly coloured ; ſome 
are yellow, others grey, and ſeveral 
entirely white, and ſhaped like a 
chafinch. I ſhould certainly have 


fired at ſome, in order to have drawn 


them afterwards, if I had not been 
prevented by impatience deſire to 
take a careful ſurvey of thoſe other 
objects, which I was defirous of 
knowing as much as poſſible. I 
ſometimes ſaw foxes, but they never 
come within musket ſhot. 

Two leagues from theſe ruins is 
a place called Naxi 79 but a 


luæarge circuit muſt be taken in order 


to arrive there; becauſe a river croſ- 


ſes the country, and is not to be paſ- 


ſed, but over a certain bridge, 


which is at a conſiderable diſtance, 


in the world. The notes of 
the largeſt ſpecies have a near cor- 
reſpondence with thoſe of the 


The plain is likewiſe cut into a va- 1704. 
riety of ſmall channels, which are 


ſo many impediments to travellers 
in their way thither. 
I found, in this place, four tombs 
of perſons of eminence among the 
antient Perſians, and they much re- 
ſemble thoſe of Per/epolis ; only they 
are cut abundantly higher in the 


rock, and therefore are not to be 
approached, without the aid of cords. 


This place receives its denomina- 
tion from Ruſtan, whoſe figure is 
there to be ſeen, and was carved to 
perpetuate his memory. He is ſaid 
to have been a potent prince, of an 
immenſe ſtature, being forty cubits 
high, and he lived, according to the 
ſame report, 1113 years. | 
The tombs, which extend up- 
ward on a ſteep rock, have their 
baſes eighteen feet above the ſur- 
face of the cauſey, and riſe four times 
as high, as near as one can judge by 
ſurveying them; and the rock is 
twice as high as the tombs, which 
are ſixty feet wide in the middle. 
Under each tomb is a ſeparate table 
filled with large figures in low relief, 
on two of | 
of men fighting on horſeback are 
ſtill to be ſeen. Between theſe rombs 
are three other tables covered with 
figures; and among theſe, appears 
the figure of a man on horſeback, 
are by two others, and fol. 
owed by a third, which is almoſt 
entirely defaced. There are like. 
wiſe ſome figures in the ſpace be- 
tween the two laſt works, and three 
under the third, two of which ten- 
der their hands to each other. One 
of theſe is a woman, and both of them 
are half buried in the earth. There 
is alſo a ſquare edifice fronting the 
firſt tomb, each of whoſe ſides 
has a width of 27 feet. It riſes 
higher than the tomb, and has an 
opening over againſt it, to the north, 
to which I climbed with great dif- 
ficulty, and found nothing but a 
little ſquare apartment, with four 
windows in two of its ſides, and ſe- 
veral long apertures.

The inhabitants of the village 
having informed me, that there

at the place where the cord was to 
be employed, I became ſenſible that 
the enterprize would be dangerous, 
could not prevail upon my ſelf 
to undertake it, by the aſſiſtance 
of only one man, with whom I 


was entirely unacquainted. I there- 


fore cauſed another, whom I acci- 


dentally met, and who ſpoke Dutch, 


to aſcend in my place. The villa- 
ger, who had frequently been there 
before, climbed up firſt, and then 
raiſed the other by the aid of the 
cord, which he wound about his 


body: this perſon, at the ſame time, 


exerted himſelf with his feet and 
hands on the fide of the rock, by 


which means he ſoon attained to the 


place where the villager had fixed

He there found, oppoſite 
to the entrance, a tomb diſpoſed 
lengthwiſe, and on the ſides of it 
were two others, one on the right, 
and the other on the left. Two of 
theſe tombs were eleven feet in 
length, and the third ten, with a 
breadth of ſix feet, and a height 
of five; and its diſtance from the 
others is no more than a foot and 
a half. The vault which contains 


theſe tombs, is entirely formed out 


of the rock, and they are joined to 
it at the end, but diſtant from it a 


foot at the other extremity. Theſe 


tombs are hewn out of the ſame 
rock to which they are joined be. 
low, as is likewiſe their upper part; 
fo that it is impoſſible to judge whe- 
ther they have ever been opened. 
They are a foot thick, and no or- 
naments are to be ſeen upon them. 
The vault of this grot is ten feet 
high, twelve in depth, and forty in 
width. I have been aſſured that 
there have been nine tombs in the 
ſecond monument ; fix in the third, 
and nine in the fourth; but I am 
not certain whether they are there 
now, being only able to anſwer for

It would be difficult to come to 
any. decifion, with 'regard to the 
ruins of Perſepolis, ſince there are 
not the leaſt remains of any ſtand- 
ing edifice, nor any building above 
the cornices of the portals, doors, 
or windows, by which any rea- 
ſonable conjecture can be formed. 


It muſt, however, be granted, that 


they have a much greater reſem- 
blance to the members of a palace, 
than to thoſe of a temple, of which 
there is not the leaſt appearance. 
On the contrary, every thing cor- 


reſponds with the grandeur and mag- 


nificence of a great king's palace, 
to which the images and figures 


ſurpriſing air of majeſty. It is cer- 
tain, that there have been very ſtate- 
ly portals and 'grand galleries to af- 


ford a communication with all the 


' detached parts of that ſtructure: 


and moſt of the columns, whoſe 


evidently intended to ſupport thoſe 
galleries, while others might, per- 
haps, be merely for ornament, like 


thoſe of Suzan, or Suza, which is 


mentioned in the book of Eſther. 


'The lodgings of the men and wo- 
men were ſeparated from each o- 


ther, according to all appearance; 


and there even ſeems to be ſtill ſome 
remains of the royal apartments. In 
a word, the magnificence of theſe 
ruins can never be ſufficiently ad- 
mired, and this ſtructure muſt un- 


doubtedly have coſt immenſe trea- 


ſures. The ſame may be faid of the 


ruins which are ſcattered thro? all

the Fews from the Babyloniſb capti- 
vity, after which he cauſed the 
temple of God to be rebuilt, as we 
find it recorded at the beginning of 
the book of Eſdras. They even 
pretend, that Sjem/chid lived a thou- 
fand years, and comprehend in that 
period all the ſucceſſors of that 
prince, who flouriſhed to the time of 
Alexander, who 'is known among 
them by the name of Schandar, or 
Schandar Su-alcarnaim. This laſt 
name intimates that the king of Ma- 


cedonia wore two ſorts of horns,

Me can hardly be ſurprized, if 
the ruins of this antient Pile, which 
was reduced to aſhes by Alexander 
the Great, two thouſand years ago, 
do not exactly correſpond to the 
deſcription given of this palace by 
Diodorus, if we only conſider the 
great changes which have happened 
in Perſia ſince that time. After 
the death of that prince, for inſtance, 
it fell to the ſhare of one of his cap- 
tains, who rendered it hereditary in 
his family. It was afterwards con- 
guered by the Parthians ; but the

the time of Alexander Severus, and 
governed it for a long ſpace of time; 

till at laſt the ſucceſſors of Mobam- 
med made themſelves maſters of it by 
force of arms. I fay, when all theſe 
particulars are duly attended to, it 
can never be thought ſurprizing, 
that authors ſhould have different 
ſentiments with reſpect to the ſubject 
before us; and eſpecially ſince it may 

be preſumed, that the  devaſtations 

of wars, tempeſts, and carthquakes, 
have entirely deſtroyed a confider- 
able part of this ſtately edifice, or 
buried it, at leaſt, in the boſom of 
the earth. On the contrary, there 

1s reaſon to be aſtoniſhed, thar there 

are now to be found ſeveral things, 
according to the deſcription of Don 
Garcias de Siva de Figueroa, in his 


embaſſy to Pera, * which corre- 
ſpond with Diodorus Siculus, and 
ſeveral other antient writers; and as 
my plates agree with thoſe deſ- 


criptions, I think we may conclude 
that the ruins of Chilminar are thoſe 


of the famous palace of Perſepolis,

Diodorus Siculus declares, in the o44., Re 
Place before cited, that there was mark: of

ius. The learned Lipſius judges 


likewiſe, that the e, almoſt cor- 
reſponded with jugerum agri Ro- 
mani, or half an acre of land, ac- 


cording to the Roman meaſure. And 


in order to be convinced of this, 
we need only examine this treatiſe 
of the military art of the (5) Romans. 
All theſe particulars being duly con- 
ſidered, I am of opinion, that my 
uſual. ſteps ſufficiently agree with 


the relations of theſe antient wri- 


ters, and this contributes to prove, 


that the ruins of Chilminar are 
thoſe of the antient palace of Per- 


ſepolis. The illuſtrious Iſaac Vgſſius 


thinks to the ſame effect in his re- 
marks on Ponponius (c) Mela. 
Ptolemy (d) of Alexandria, an 
antient Geographer, likewiſe places 
Perſepolis in the height of 33 de- 
grees and 20 minutes of ſouth lati- 
tude. Strabo, Stephanus, Ammianius 
Marcellinus, and ſome others, like- 
wiſe mention Perſepouis, but without 


ſpecifying its ſituation. (e) Sauma- 
frus is of opinion, that Prolemy, and 
his tranſcriber Ammianius, have ta- 


ken notice of this city, as of a 
place which {till ſubſiſted, tho he 
is perſuaded, that no traces of it 
were remaining in their time ; and 
that Alexander reduced that city to 
aſhes, as well as the palace. Quin- 


tus Curtius ſeems alſo to have em-

The figures of the pilaſter, which 


is half buried in the earth, are alſo 
arrayed after the manner of the Medes, 
as was intimated in my obſervations 


on the figure that bears a paraſol. 
There is likewiſe a Perſian prieſt 


habited in the ſame mode, againſt 


the window, and he is repreſented as 
conducting his offering, which is a 


__ goat. with a bending horn. The 
figure is very extraordinary, in the 


ſtyle of the antients, who repreſent 
their oblations by ſtrange figures, 
when any myſterious conſecration 
was to be celebrated. Heliodorus (c 


treats of this ſubject at large, as well 
as Pignorius, in his deſcription of 


the temple of 7/s. hatin 
The pilaſter which is covered with 


figures, repreſents a royal audience, 
where the king a 


pears ſeated on his 
throne, with a foot-ſtool, after the 
manner of the antient Perſians. The 


book of Eſther (d) makes mention of 
this ſolemn appearance of the king 


on his throne; and fo does Xeno- 


| Ppbon (e). The firſt figure, which 


ſtands behind the king, is habited in 


the Median mode; the ſecond in the 


Perſian; and the third like the firſt. 
The lances compacted together re- 
preſent the ſtrength and concord of 
the kingdom; and the woman, ha- 
bited in the Per ſian manner, is the 
figure of a ſupplicant. The other 
figures, armed with lances and buck- 
lers, are guards clothed like Medes, 
and they are ranged on each fide, in 
the hollow of the pilaſter. 

The pilaſter which is moſt orna- 


mented, exhibits the figure of ano-

The figures below the Work ſeem 
intended as ornaments and ſupporters, 
and they are habited after the Per- 
n manner. The Pilaſter, whoſe - 
pedeſtal is {till to be ſeen, repreſents 
ſomething of the ſame nature. 


The tomb, which is hewn out of 7 3 | 
the rock near Per/epolis, exhibits the ſepolis 


figure of a king before an altar, 
flaming with the ſacred fire, which 
was held in ſuch great veneration 
among the Perfians, that they car- 
ried it into the army in times of 
war, upon a ſilver altar, as Quintus 
Curtius obſerves. (g) The care of 
this fire was committed to the Magi, 
and it was never ſuffered to be ex- 
tinguiſhed, but at the death of the 
king. See Diodorus Siculus (HG). 
The figure, that is ſuppoſed to be 


a king before the altar, is arrayed 


with a long robe, after the manner 
of the Medes, with a crown upon 
his head, and a deflected ſerpent in 
his hand. I am perſuaded that he 


is making ſome oblation, and this 


is the more probable, becauſe it is 


well known, that Cambyſes and Cy- 
rus were Magi, as well as kings, and 


conſequently were obliged to preſent 


offerings in that quality. For which 
reaſon, when Cyrus accompanied 
his uncle Cyaxares, king of the Medes, 
in his expedition againſt the A- 


rians, Cambyſes preſented an offering 
for his ſon and his army; and when 


Cyrus returned into Per/ja, after the 
conqueſt of the Babylonian kingdom, 
Cambyſes aſſembled the grandees of 
his empire, and iſſued a decree, by 
which he enjoined Cyrus to make 
an offering in perſon, and in favour 
of his people, when he ſhould aſcend 
the throne of Perſia, after his death; 
and this ceremonial was to be per- 
formed by a prince of the blood, in

From whence I judge, that this ſer- 
__ if it be one, which the king 


in his hand, adumbrates the king 
of Perſia ; but if it ſhould even be a 
bow, my conjecture would not be 
leſs reaſonable, becauſe the Perfians 
affected to carry a bow and arrows, 
to diſtinguiſh themſelves from other 


nations; and this remark is confirm- 


ed by the figures on the ſtair-caſe, 
which are repreſented with quivers 
on their ſhoulders. 

The little figure that appears in 
the air, and which Mr, Hyde takes 
for a king, in the act of flying, or 
for a ſoul that ſoars to the heavens, 
has the fame habit and ornaments 


for the head, as that of the king, 


below it. Strabo declares (c), that 
the Perfians did not burn the offer- 
ings they preſented to the fun, but 
divided them among- themſelves, 
through a perſuaſion. that the Gods 
were fatisfied with the ſouls of thoſe 
animals that were offered to them. 
For my part, I think this figure may 
properly ſignify an oracle, becauſe 
it is ſeated on a wiped, as Was cuſto- 
mary at Delp bos. 
Ihe figures on each fide of the 
tomb, ate alſo habited like Medes, 
and thoſe that appear between the 
ornaments, with lifted hands, are 
dteſſed after the Perfian manner.

As to that of Naxi Ruſtan, I ain 
well perſuaded that it was built by 


Darius the ſon of Hyſtafpes, becauſe 


the exterior part of this tomb exact 
ly correſponds with the deſcriprion 


given of it by Czefas in his hiſt 


of Perſia (d), after Herodotus ; 
with that of Diodorus Siculus; which 


has been already mentioned.

TheMac- FEET HEN Alexander the Great 
9 75 had conquered king Darius, 
Perſia. and ſeized his empire, agreeably to 
' the prophecy of Daniel (a), that 
prince gave up, to the pillage of his 
ſoldiers, the famous city of Perſepo- 
lis, which was ſituated on the Araxis, 
that flows on one fide of Chilminar, 
at à ſmall diſtance, according to the 
learned Jaac Yoffius (G). He after- 
ward made himſelf maſter of the 
treaſures which had been amaſſed 
in the palace of that capital, from 
 ._ «the time of Cyrus the founder of the 
Its rea- Perſian empire. Thoſe © treaſures, 


according to antient authors, a- 
mounted to a hundred and twenty 
thouſand talents (e). To theſe muſt 
be added ſix thouſand talents which 


were found at Paſagarda; ooo at 
Suſe, and 26000 at Ecbatane, which 


amount in the whole to. 202000 
talents, excluſive of the money that 
was at Damaſcus, Arbela, and Baby- 
ion (d): Tho Diodorus and Plutarch, 


as well as Juſtin, ſay there were no 


more than -40000 talents at Suſa. - 
Nothing can give a better idea of 
the ill uſe Alexander made of his

fortunate conqueſts, than the exceſ- 


ſes he committed on the day when 
he celebrated their feſtival. He in- 
vited all his friends on that occaſion, 
and ſeveral courtiſans, among whom 
was a Grecian woman, named Tais,

imitate the example of that prince.

ing them to chance, immediately 


haſtened thither to prevent the conſe- 


uences ; but when they beheld A- 


 lexander with a torch in his hand, 


they threw away the water they 


brought, and aſſiſted him in com- 
pleating the deſtruction of that fine 
palace, the glory of the eaſt, and the 
ſeat of its kings. This event according 


to Diodorus, (e) happen'd about the 
cloſe of the fourth year of the x 12th 


olmypiad; in the year of the world 
3621, according to Heluicus; the 
438 5th of the Ow period, and 327 
years before the birth of our Lord 
Feſus Cbriſt. It is ſaid that Alexander 
intended, by this action, to revenge 


the conduct of Xerxes, who had for- 


merly deſtroyed the temples of Greece, 


and particularly thoſe of Athens, in 
the ſame manner. But Arrian cen- 
ſures the proceeding of Alexander (f), 
and declares this to be an improper 
manner of avenging himſelf on the 


antient Perſians. He adds, that 
Parmenio employed all his efforts to 


prevent the deſtruction of that fine 
palace, and told Alexander, that he 
ought to preſerve the rich acquiſitions 
of his valeur, and that he would in- 


fallibly draw upon himſelf the hatred 


of the Aſiatics, who would ima 
gine that his only intention was to 


deſtroy Aſia, inſtead of deriving any - 


real advantages from his conqueſt of 


that country (g). He accordingly 


preſerved it, but did not enjoy 
it for any long time; and this em- 


pire was rent, and divided after

And when theſe had weakened 
themſelves by their continual divi- 


ſions and wars, the Parthians, un- 
der the conduct of Arſaces, made 
themſelves maſters of Pera and 
ſeveral other of its dependant ſtates. 
But the Perſians commanded by 
Artaxerxes, regained the poſſeſſion of 
thoſe territories, in. the time of the 
emperor Alexander Severus, and the 
Mobammedan Khaifahs afterward 
made themſelves maſters of the ſame, 
and then the Sophies, from whom the 
preſent king is deſcendet. 
Tho Arrian, Quintus Curtius, 
Fuſtin, and ſome others, call the 
palace of Perſepolis, the palace 


of Cyrus, it would yet be difficult 


to point out the true founder, as 
has been already obſerved: But if it 
was not built by Cyrus himſelf, it 
. might poſſibly have been erected by 
Cambyſes, Darius, or Xerxes, as 


far as can be judged by its architec- 


ture. This conjecture is even 
ſtrengthened by a paſſage in Diodo- 
rus, (a) who declares, ſpeaking of 
the magnificence of Thebes and E- 
yt, that indeed the ſtructures 
Which were raiſed there, ſtill ſubſiſt- 
ed in his time, but that all the orna- 
ments of gold, filver, ivory, and 
None, had been carried away by the 
 Perfans, when Cambyſes cauſed the 
temples of Egypt to be burnt, and 
that out of the ſpoils of that kingdom 
which were tranſported into A/a, 
the palaces of Perſepolis and Suſa 
were built, and that workmen were 
ſent from Egypt to raiſe thoſe ſtruc- 
tures. The ſame Diodorus indeed 


ſays in another place, that the pa- 
lace of Sia had been built long be- 


fore the foundation of the Per/ian 
empire, by Memnon the Son of Ti- 


thonus, whom Teutamus king of A/- 


Hria, is ſaid to have ſent to the ſuc- 


cour of Priam during the ſiege of 


Troy, with 10000 Ethiopians, to-

It is likewiſe certain, that the an- 
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of the world, the palace of Cyrus, 
founded at Su/a by Memnon, with the 
utmoſt magnificence, and that the 


very Stones of it were riveted toge- 


ther with gold; and yet it cannot 
be deined that the ſeat of the Per- 


fian empire and of all the eaſt was 


fixed at Perſepolis, in the Time of 
Xerxes, and Alexander the Great. 
See Quintus Curtius to that ef- 
fectſa). The palace of this capital 
may have even been called the pa- 
lace of Cyrus, and this prince might 


formerly have made it the ſeat of his 


reſidence, before that edifice had re. 


ceived the ornaments which 'were 


afterward added to it; but he can 
never be conſidered as its founder: 
For if it was really finiſhed with fo 
much magnificence, and adorned 
with the ſpoils of Egypt, as Diodo- 


rus declares, it muſt have been after 


his death. Cambyſes likewiſe could 


not be the founder of it, any more 


than his father, fince he died in his 
return from Egypt; and it is impoſ- 


fible it ſhould be Smerdis the Magus, 


who uſurped the crown after the 


death of that prince, ſince he enjoy- 
ed it but fix months. I therefore 
conclude, that it was erected by the 
fame Darius who adorned and em- 
belliſhed the city of Sſa, and 
that Xerxes, the richeſt and moſt 


potent of all the Per an kings com- 
pleated the Work. Strabo (5) con-

firms my opinion, when he declares,

have been more mortified to have 
ſeen him ſeated in the palace, and 
on the throne of Xerxes at Perſepolis, 
than to behold the fame palace re- 
duced to aſhes. But this hiſtorian 
is miſtaken, when he pretends, 
that not the leaſt traces of this palace 
were to be ſeen after that conflagra- 
tion, except the river Araxis, 
which marked out in ſome meaſure 
the place where it was ſituated.

-- found the depth, but the cords 
- which I had procured, not being 
of a ſufficient length, I cauſed them 
to be untwiſted, and then faſtened 


together, upon which I found the 


well to be 420 feet and eleven inches 
deep. We afterward threw into it 
large balls of oiled cloth, ſet on fire, 
and fixed upon iron plates, in order 
to obtain a view of the bottom, and 
in what manner it was formed, but 
the depth was too great to afford us 
that diſcovery, notwithſtanding thoſe 
flaming balls ſhot forth a great blaze. 
We then threw down others, 
which were not faſtened like the 
former, and the light of them ap- 
peared, and then vaniſhed from time 
Vol. * 
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to time, which made us conclude 1705. 
that the cavity was not continued 
down in a ſtrait line, and that there 


had been ſome other entrance. It, 
however, was a real well, made 
for the preſervation of water, and 


there was another, ſomething leſs in 


the ſame mountain. 

In my return to the eity, I 45 
ſired a man of letters to inform me, 
by whom theſe fortreſſes were built, 
and at what time? He aſſured me, 
they were erected by a Guebre king, 
named Fandus, and that the moun- 
tain' of Kallay Fandus, on which 
they were ſituated, had received its 


denomination Gown him: that it was 


ſurrounded with the ſea at that 
time, and that 6000 years had 
elapſed, ſince they firſt - began to 


build on that plain, on the ſide of 


Zjre-raes, in the reign of Siemſchid, 
who was then emperor of Perfia, 
and has been already mentioned: 


He added, that this prince was the 
founder of Perſepolis, which was 


built after Zjte-raes, or Chirac. This 
city is in the province of Fars, or 


Far ſiſtan, to the ſouth weſt of Per- 


fepolrs, and on the river of Roetgoen, 


twelve eaſy days journey from 1/- 


pahan,; and about twenty four from 
Gamron ; which diſtances are very 
ill obſerved in the maps, that place 
this city at an equal diſtance" from 
N and Ormus. 


Without the gate of Deroaly e eg 
Bagb Zjia, to the north weſt, is the“ 


lovely alley of Koet-Zjia-Baeg, which 
extends to the King's garden, which 
is ninety five paces wide, and 966 


in length. When we had paſſed The king's) 
through the lodge, at the end of S. 


this garden, we came into another 
beautiful alley, bordered with cy- 
preſs- trees; this is 620 paces long, 
and twenty broad, and is covered 
over with flowers in the middle. 
We there ſaw a delightful houſe, 
ſurrounded with a charming canal; 

there is likewiſe a fountain at each 


corner of the building, which is 
ſquare, and they mingle their ſtreams 


with the water of the canal. This 
houſe is ſpacious, and in the middle 


of it is a grand hall, covered with 


a dome, 
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a dome, which is filled with niches, 


both within and without. Before 


we entered the houſe. we had the 
view of a ſquare baſon to the left, 


5 whoſe angles are eighty. five paces 


long. This beautiful alley is bor- 


5 384 on each ſide with ſeventy two 
ſtately cypreſs trees, one of which 


was twenty two palms in circum- 


ference. There is likewiſe another 


alley, behind the houſe, bordered with 


preſs and ſena trees, and its extent is 
equal to that of the others. This garden 
is called Baeg Siae, or the royal garden. 
J was there the twenty ſecond. of 


March, when the feſtival of Noune- 
toes was celebrated, and the people

the alleys reſembled a fair among us. 
I T walked round the city, without

I think I never beheld any 
place which more reſembled that 
mentioned by the evangeliſt Mark, in 
the ſecond chapter of his goſpel, and 
where the paralytic perſon was brought 
into a houſe in Capernaum, where 
the Saviour of the world then was, 


while the four men who introduced 


him, uncovered the roof of the 
houſe, in order to let him down as 
he lay on his little bet. 
Me continued our journey, the 
firſt of April, through the plain, 
with greater facility than before, 
and ſtopped at the bridge of Pol Sia- 
foe. About one at noon, we paſſed 
by the Caravanſerai of Kievielar, 
and ſpent the night at Egerdoe, af- 
ter travelling ſeven leagues. The 


next morning we proceeded to 7% 


degaes, where no houſes of refreſh- 


ment are to be found; and we then 


beheld on a mountain, ſome ruins 
of a wall which had formerly been 
part of a fortreſs. This mountain 
is a real rock, around which ſeveral 
large inverted ſtones are to be ſeen. 
We renewed our journey on the 
third of this month, and took ſome 
refreſhments -in the town of Ana- 
baet, where excellent ſugar candy 
is made. This town has till a 
wall of earth, with the remains of 
a caſtle built in the reign of Abas 
the Great. We then paſſed by 
the town of Abas-abaet, where we 
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we met. 


that are to be found in this part of 
the country, and the laſt in the road 
from Iſpaban. We. paſſed the night 
at Mag- ⁊oet- begi, after a journey of 
ſix leagues. We there ſaw another 
dove-houſe, and ſet out, the fourth 
of this month, by break of day. 
We croſſed a plain full of villages, 


gardens, and dove-houſes. Behind 


us were mountains covered with 
ſnow, and we found it warm in that

We travelled that day no more 
than five leagues, to the town of Ko- 
a where we arrived about noon, 
and proceeded the next morning to 
Majaer, which is five leagues from 
thence. I ſet out, on the ſixth, 
with Mr. de Etoile, before day, 
and left my other companions behind, 
that I might arrive at Ipaban, in 
two days. We met on the road 
with Mr. Davoed, interpreter to the 
Enghſh factory, who was travel- 
ling to Zjze-raes with two Armeni- 
ans, We afterward proceeded to 
the Caravanſerai of Mierſa-elraſa, 
where we fed our horſes, and found 
an Armenian prieſt, who till 
then had accompanied the perſons 
We came about four, to 
the tombs of the chriſtians, where 
the friends of Mr. de Etoile waited 
for his arrival. I likewiſe found our 
interpreter there, who expreſſed the 
utmoſt joy to ſee me, and after we 


had reſted there for the ſpace of half 


an hour, we proceeded to 1fþpahan, 
and went to our director, who was 
ſurpriſed at my return, which I had

Returned to my old lodgings at 
the Caravaſerai, ſoon after my 
arrival, tho the director importuned 
me to continue with him. I after- 


ward went to viſit my friends, and,. 


amongſt the reſt, Mr. Billon, a 
French gentleman, and miniſter of 
Malta at the court of Pera. He 
had acted in that character only 
from the month of December, and had 
already obtained his audience of leave, 
on the twenty-ſecond of March, 1705. 
He likewiſe paid a viſit to our direc- 
tor, with whom he ſupped ; and he 
regaled us, in his turn, the twelfth 
and thirteenth in the Eaſter week. 


On the twentieth I went to viſit, 


and pay the uſual compilments of 
the ſeaſon to, the gentlemen of the 
Engliſb factory, who entertained me 
at dinner and fupper. The next day 
T went to ſee the Armenian eccleſi. 
aſtics of that city, and likewiſe of 
Fulfa, to with them a happy feſtival, 


on the part of the director, whom 


they had already complimented on 
that occaſion. On the twenty-fifth 
the mourning for Huſſein was re- 
ſumed ; two days after which 1 
accompanied the director to the new 
garden, which belongs to the king, 


and is near five leagues in circum- 


. ference ; and we there paſſed the 


time in a very agreeable manner. 

In a ſhort time after we receiv- 
ed the news of the battle of Hoch- 
feet, wherein the French were de- 
feated by the allies, which occaſion- 
ed a univerſal joy among the Engliſb 
and Dutch. 

On the firſt day of May the fa-

tempted to aſcend to the top of the 
other, which riſes much higher than 
this, and he was very expert at 


climbing. We ordered him, that, 
in caſe he ſhould find any thing 
worth obſerving, to give us notice 
of his diſcovery, that we might ad- 


vance thither ourſelves, if poſſible; 


but after we had waited above half an 
hour, in expectation of ſome intel. 
ligence from him, we returned, with - 
much difficulty, to the place place 
from whence we came; and when 
we had deſcended to the foot of th 
mountain, we beheld our man greatly _ 
embarraſſed on one of the ſteep ſides 


of the rock, where it was ſaid to be 
impoſſible for any one to faſten him; 


us tremble ; for he ſupported himſelf 
by his hands and feet, , amidſt; the 


. projections and fiſſures of the rock, 


notwithſtanding he was encumbered 


at the ſame time with his gun, which 


hung at his back. ; 


He informed us, that he had found Deep wells 


on the ſummit of the mountain three 
wells, hewn in the rock, and that 


the opening was about twelve feet 


in diameter, He alſo added, that 
he diſcoverd in one of them, an iron 
chain as thick as a man's arm, and 


faſtened to the rock. He likewiſe. 


told us, that this well was ſunk the 


deepeſt of any, in an oblique deſcent, 
and that the aperture was larger than 


thoſe of the reſt. He further declared, 


that he threw ſeveral ſtones into the 


cavities of theſe wells, but they were 
ſo exceedingly deep that he could 
only hear the ſound of one. He 
aſſured us beſide, that he diſcovered 
the ruins of a ſtreet, built on both

Soon after this little expedition, 
I attended our director to the houſe 
of the firſt miniſter's ſecretary, from 
whom he had received an Invita- 


tion to paſs an hour with him. Tc 
was then but eight in the morning, 
and he entertained us with tobacco, 
accompanied with liquors and con- 
fections: when this collation was 
over, they retired into another a- 
partment, and rejoined us about half 


N an 
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1705, an hour afterward. A variety of 
UV proviſions and fruits were then ſerved 


up according to the ſeaſon, toge- 


ther with lemonade, ſorbet, roſe- 
water ſweetened with ſugar, and ſe- 
veral other ſorts of hot and cold 
liquors, of all colours, and perfectly 
agreeable. | 
We continued there till one at 
noon, and I was afterward informed, 
that this invitation was made by the 
order of the firſt miniſter, who had 
his reaſons for not receiving the 
viſit at his own houſe. I then began 
to be ſenſible, the court was deſirous 
that the company ſhould employ 
their good offices to obtain the liber- 
ty of ſome pilgrims, whom the 
 Moſret Arabs had taken in the Per- 
fan gulf, as they were returning from 
Mecca; and that they would like- 
wiſe take upon them to accommo- 
date the miſunderſtanding which 
then ſubſiſted between the court of 
Per/ia and the Arabs, without any 
intervention of that court.

freſh butter, milk, eggs, and chick- 
ens, which afforded us an agreeable 
repaſt, and we came about ten in the 
evening to Degerdoe, where we were 
obliged to paſs the night in a ve- 


was not the only inconvenience, for 


the inhabitants of the place are 
very uncivil, being privileged, be- 


cauſe they are in the king's ſervice, 


whoſe horſes are fed in this quarter. 
Thoſe of Kygſeze/ſar, ſeven leagues 


from thence, are not much better. 


On the 26th we paſſed the greateſt 


part of the day, and alſo the night, 


at Poelſakoe, where we caught a- 
bundance of fiſh, in a ſmall river, 


and among the reſt three fine carps.

The bells of it are full 


of large blackiſh ſeeds, which are - 


contained in a ſhell like an acorn, 
The inhabitants are unacquainted 
with the name of it, and know 
only that the ſeed cauſes a kind of 
giddineſs in the head. This plant is 
exhibited at the letter B. I found 
likewiſe a plant of wild Spaniſh 


wheat, ſomething caller, and it glows 


with a beautiful red when ripe, till 
which time it is tinged with green. 
The reader will find it repreſented 
at the letter C, without leaves, which 
differ in nothing from thoſe of the 
Spaniſb wheat. As to its qualities, 
it is ſo hot, and coſtive, that one 


cannot bear it in one's mouth. The 


fruit of theſe three plants are drawn 
as / they appear in their natural 
growth. At a little diſtance from them 
we ſaw a few turpentine trees, the

We had a prodigi- 
ous ſtorm that day, which however 
did not incommode us more than the 
duſt, as we had the wind on our 


backs, and were then in a large 


plain full of canals, marſhes, and 
This 


wild boars, that march in troops, 


and deftroy all the ſeed and fruits of 


the earth, and purſue their ravages 


as far as the entrance into the vil- 
lages. The inhabitants, in order to 


remedy this miſchief, ſet fire to the 


- ruſhes which afford them a retreat, 


and deſtroy'd above fifty in that man- 
ner; but thoſe that eſcaped the 
flames ſpread themſelves all round, 
in ſuch a manner, that the people 


' themſelves were obliged to have re- 
courſe to flight, and have never 


diſturbed them fince, for fear of 
drawing upon themſelves ſome greater 
calamity. They aſſured me, that 
fome of theſe creatures were as large 
as cows. The ſame day, in the after- 
noon, we met upon the road the 


domeſticks of the duke or governor 


of Laer, with fifteen Kaſuas' full of 
women, and we arrived about nine 
at Oed-joen. We had diſpatch'd ſome 
ſervants before to ſecure us lodgings 


in a garden, which the king had in 


that quarter, where we found the 
tomb of Sultan Hoſſen Mameth, a 
king's ſon, whom they pretend has 
been buried there 280 years. This 
monument is in a ſmall apartment, 


. cover'd with a little dome, and the 
coffin is of ſtone, cas d with wood, 


and is cover'd with a pall, which 


reaches to the ground, and has a 


turban upon it. As there were ſeve- 
ral other apartments, we were very 
well lodg d. And as ſoon as the ſun 
pear'd above the horizon we went 
a fiſhing, and had excellent ſport, 
in a ſmall river, which runs by the 
fide of the village. We returned 

ither the next day, and were as

Santon is ſo great, that even the 
grandees of the court and the great 
officers of the army, are prohibited 
from approaching it, or even the 
town, when they are travelling, (in 
order to ſecure the people of the place 
from the inſults which others ſuffer.) 


This tomb, which is built of ſtone, 


is tolerably large; it is likewiſe co- 
ver'd with a dome, and ſurrounded 
with a wall, to which there is a 
door.

after which they toſs it up and down 


in the wind, and nothing is left 
but the grain and the ears. When 
this is done, they ſeparate the ears, 
and beat them again, in order to 
force out the reſt of the grain. As 
all the people were then come out 
of the villages, the country was en- 
tirely covered with tents. 5 
In the evening, after we had croſ- 
ſed the river of Bendemir, upon a 
bridge, near the two mountains 
already mentioned, on which a for- 
treſs formerly ſtood, we paſſed the 
night at the Caravanſerai of Agerm, 
at half a league diſtance from that 
bridge; and from thence proceeded 
with our flambeaux to a mountain, 


at the foot of which a fine ſpring 


of water guſhes out as clear as chry- 
ſtal. This ſtream abounds with 
fiſh, that eaſily ſlide under the rock 


into ſeveral ſubterranean hollows. 


It is about three feet in depth, 
and the water is ſo extremely Ro 
that all the fiſh may be eaſily ſeen. 
This gave us an inclination to employ 
our net, and we La out at the 
firſt draught twenty fiſh, three or 
four of which were a foot long:

our eyes any part of the night, the

They reckon 
the annual product of each of theſe 
trees at ſeven florins ; and they bear, 
one with another, 300 pound weight 
of fruit, every pound being worth two 
farthings. They furniſh the princi- 
pal revenues of this city, the inhabi- 
tants having no other trade by which 
they can ſubſiſt. The government 
belongs to Ibrabim Chan, duke of 
Zjie-raes; but as that lord is al- 
ways at court, he keeps one of the 
king's lieutenants here, as well as at 
Zfie-raes. I have exhibited a view 
of that city, which extends from 
eaſt to weſt as far as the mountains.

We found in the night a well of 
extraordinary good water, with which 
we filled our leathern jacks, that 
were empty: before. The heat was

Mr. Kafelein and I reſolved to go 


before that night without the flam- 
beaux, being fatigued with that 
troubleſome pace.

After we had travelled five leagues, 
we arrived about one in the morning 


at the village of Aes Zjerafie ; but as

A ſmall canal paſſes through the 
Caravanſerai, which is not very large, 
but extremely agreeable, and well- 
built: It is all of ſtone, and the 
water of the canal, which runs thro' 


it, flows from a little rivulet at a 


ſmall diſtance from it. It has like- 
wiſe the advantage of being ſhel- 
tered from the hot winds, The 
earth alſo in all the adjacent parts, 
is filled with little ſubterranean ca- 
nals, which convey the water into the 
ciſterns round about. All forts of 
Proviſions are daily brought from the 
villages, to a water-mill, which is 
at the foot of the mountains, and 
near the Caravanſerai. | 
The next day we advanced eaſt- 
ward, and at midnight arrived at 
the Caravanſerai of Goer-Baſer-goen, 
after a journey of four leagues. The 
company's houſe-keeper at Zypeſtein 
then found himſelf ſo much indiſ- 
ſed, that we were obliged to place 
him in the Kaſua. We arrived a- 
bout eleven that night at the great 


town of Koręſton, which is ſeated in 


a plain, and took up our lodgings 
at the houſe of the bailiff, without 
ſtopping at the Caravanſerai. As 
it was extremely hot, I laid myſelf 
down under the trees, where the 
wind was not quite ſo ſtifling; but 
the heat returned towards morning. 

We continued there till ſun- ſet, and 
then paſſed over a large plain full of 
wild trees, and croſſed the river of 
Koreſton, which was then very low; 
but it frequently overflows in the 
winter. There is a bridge a quarter 
of a league in length; but entirely 
uſeleſs, by reaſon of its being ruinous 
in the middle. I found this to be 
ſeven paces wide; it had likewiſe 
| ſeveral arches, and a parapet on each 
ſide. We arrived about one in the 
morning at the Caravanſera: of

We renewed our journey on the 150g. 
5th at ſun-ſet, and arrived about

ing ; that place being not above 
3000 paces diſtant from the gulf of 
Perfia, which much reſembles the

The interpreter Varyn viſited us- 
that evening, with ſome of the In- 
dian courtiers, to congratulate Mon- 
ſieur Kaſtelein upon his arrival, and 
preſent him with ſome refreſhments. 
The next day they brought us a re- 
gale of ſmelrs, and ſmall pike, to- 
gether with plaice; and a few little 
oyſters, which were none of the 
beſt; and theſe were accompanied 


with a preſent of Engliſh beer. In 


the morning I took a walk by the 
ſea-ſide, but found nothing worth 
my obſervation: It was exceeding 
hot ; but a wind which blew from 


the ſea toward the ſouth, was very 


refreſhing. The Caravanſerai where 


we were, lies north of the Perſian 


gulf, which extends itſelf from eaſt- 


north-eaſt, to weſt-ſouth-weſt to» 


ward Konge, which ſtands upon its 
ſhore. From hence one may per- 
ceive the iſle of Kiſnis in the gulf, 


at ſouth- ſouth- eaſt, and at eaſt- ſouth-

HIS city was formerly cal- 
led by the name of Cam- 
rang, by the Portugueſe, on account 


of the ſmall cray-fiſh, which are 
called Gamberi, and abound there in 


great plenty. The Perſian appella- 
tion of this place is Bander-Abaſſie,

The air unhealthy, and

The monthsof 
Ofober and November ate not leſs 
dangerous; for the air is then either 
very damp, or exceeding dry: The 
latter is the leaſt dangerous, and the 
water is freſher, and better to drink 


than in a rainy ſeaſon, the hu- 


midity giving it an ill flavour, and 
rendering it very unwholſome. Ca- 
mels are ſent for water to Eyſien 
upon the mountains, about four 
leagues from the ſea, and this is the 
wholſomeſt water in all the coun- 
ry. The inhabitants like wiſe ſend 
for it to Nayban, which is a league 
from the city, near the ſea; but this

In a word, one could not 
find a more rigorous e for 
malefactors than confining them in 
a place like this.

We had frequently the pleaſure of 
ſeeing and taking many ſorts of fiſh. 


We firſt caught a dolphin with 


harping irons and hooks. It is cu- 

ſtomary to fix a little bundle of fea- 

thers on them, and then caſt them 

into the ſea at the end of a rope 

faſtened to a pole, The dolphins,

who take theſe tufts for flying fiſh, 1705. 
upon which they continually feed. 


follow the bait till they are taken. 
Fhis is the leſs extraordinary, as 
thoſe little fiſh, who are apprehen- 
ſive of the dolphins, fly as long as 
they are able above the ſurface of 
the ſea ; but as they are obliged fre- 
quently. to plunge themſelves into 
the water, the dolphins, who. pur- 
ſue them, ſeize upon them, as I 
have often obſerved. I have pre- 
ſerved in ſpirits of wine three of theſs 
fiſh, that fell as they were flying 
upon the deck of our ſhip; a cir- 
cumſtance which often happens. 
We took one of theſe dolphins 
which was four foot long, and the 
head was ten inches thick. They 
have a yellow belly, ſpeckled with 
blue, up to their eyes; and the reſt 
of the body is tinged with a light 
blue, blended with ſpots of a deeper 
complexion, eſpecially upon the top 
of the head. The fins are purple, 
green, and white, with a ſmall in- 
termixture of yellow near - the edge. 
Their colour © changes when they 
die, and reſembles that of the pur- 
ple-fiſn. They have one fin upon 
their back, from the head to the 
tail, and another from the middle of 
the belly to their tail, two others un- 
der the body near the neek, and one 
on each fide of the head: Their tail 


is forked, and their eye-balls are en- 


circled with a ring of white. Their 
mouth and teeth are ſmall ; the head 
of the male is much larger than that 


of the female, and they have but 


few inteſtines. The failors eat them 
dreſſed in the ſame manner as the 


Cabillau, or Melwell; and they af- 
ford a tolerable good reliſh. 


The firſt we took was the largeſt 
and fineſt ; but as my eyes were then 
out of order, I could not make a 


draught of it. My fever likewiſe 


returned, which I attributed to roo 


great a repletion, having had an extra- 


ordinary appetite at ſea, and uſing 
no co I even believe that this 
contributed not a little to impair 
my fight. When I had continued 


three weeks in that condition, I re- 


collected that I had brought from 
X Holland 
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1705. Holland a microſcope, and ſome o- 
ther glaſſes, which employed and 
diverted me very agreeably ; and by 
the help of theſe I drew one of the 
dolphins, which the reader will find 
repreſented in plate 189, They 
likewiſe enabled me to read in the 
night, when I was prevented from 
ſleeping by an itching, and a heat 
. which had continued upon me ever 
ſince my ſickneſs at Gamron, We 
took a variety of other fiſh, ſome 
of which were a foot long. Theſe 
were ſea-perches, uſually called 
Pilots, and they have ſome reſem- 
blance to river perches. Their bo- 
dies are ſpeckled with brown - and 
blue ſtreaks, an inch in breadth, and 
which grow narrower near the tail. 
Theſe fiſh are continually playing 
about the rudder of a ſhip, and are 
commonly accompanied by another 
fiſh called Haye. They are likewiſe

We came within a ſmall diſtance gz, a1, 
of Cochin the zd of December, and arrives at 
anchored in the evening in fix fa.

They are likewiſe as well 
ſupplied with rice, but the foil pro- 
duces neither corn nor wine, nor 
have they any of either, but what 
is brought thither.

ſteered, at firſt, ſouthward, and then to 
ſouth by eaſt, with a favourable wind, 


Which changed in the night, and 


then ceaſed on a ſudden. The next 


day we loſt fight of the iſle: of Cei- 


Veun, proceeding ſouth-eaſt by eaſt, 
_ with variable weather, accompanied 
With rain, and ſtormy- winds, which 
bbliged us to lower our rop-maſt. 
On the 13th at night we had a view 


of the north ſtar before us, which 


was a very extraordinary circum- 
ſtance, becauſe it is very ſeldom

ſeen by thoſe who. advance toward 
the line; and eſpecially in bad wea- 


ther. The. 18th the wind ſhifted to

We, however, continued our courſe 


eaſt-ſouth-eaſt, making little ſail, 


becauſe we were near land: We at 
laſt came into 4 degrees 38 minutes 
of ſouth latitude, and into the lon- 


A2itude of 127 degrees 25 minutes, 


Where we were driven up and down 
by ſtorms till the 11th of the month, 
when the wind ſhifted to ſouth-weſt, 


from whence it blew with great vio- 


lence. About noon we found ourſelves 


in 5 degrees 3 minutes, always ſteer- 
ing caſt-ſouth-caſt, the weather be- 
ing wet and cloudy; we likewiſe 
ſounded, but found no bottom. We 
had ſeen in the evening ſome white 
gulls, which, the ſeamen ſay, is a 
ſign that one is not far from land, 
becauſe they never fly far from the 
ſhore. The next day we ſaw ano- 


ther, and proceeded in the night to 


vweſt-ſouth-weſt, making but little 


fail, till at length, having been toſſed 


about for ſome time by changeable 
wind, we diſcovered the iſle of En- 
gano to ſouth-weſt, at the diſtance of 
ſeven or eight leagues, and on one ſide 


of us, the mountains of the high 


land of Zillabar at north-eaſt. 

We continued our courſe between 
them with great ſatisfaction, for ha- 
ving diſcovered land, after we had fo 
long wiſhed for that ſight; ve then fail- 
ed firſt to eaſt- ſouth- eaſt, the weather 
cContinually changing, and being gener- 


perial iſland, to eaſt- north. eaſt, at 
ſix or ſeven leagues from the cape. 
We then directed our courſe eaſt- 
ward, being favoured with very fine 


weather, and the wind blew ſo brisk-

- The maſter of the ſhip was 
the firſt- who perceived it, which 
greatly ſurprized him, and not 
without reaſon, becauſe we ſhould 
infallibly have run aſhore, if the 
weather had not ſuddenly cleared 
up. Two or three men, who had 
been ordered to look out carefully, 
were - puniſhed for their negligence 


on this occafion. We then tacked 
about immediately to north-weſt, 


and north-weſt by weſt, and found 
by ſounding, that we were three 
leagues from the point, having been 
carried back by a ſtrong tide ſince 
the laſt ſounding, eight leagues and 


a half to ſouth-weſt, though we had 


been' favoured by a good wind from 


the weſt during the night. A re- 


ſolution was then taken to proceed 
without delay to ſouth-weſt, while 
we. had it in our power, and this 
was immediately put in execution. 
We then advanced to ſouth- ſouth- 
eaſt, in order to double the weſtern 


point, and then kept to eaſt- north- 
eaſt, till by ſteering in this manner, 


we came about two in the afternoon 
to the fartheſt point of the iſland of 
Java, where we found forty-two 
fathom water upon a bottom of

ſented this view in plate 193. where 


the Prince's iſland is diſtinguiſhed 
by the letter A; that of Fave by

depth of water is from thirty to 
forty fathom in this ſtreight; but 
failors cannot find any bottom at the 
entrance on the other ſide, to the 


north of the Prince's iſland, where 


the ſtreight opens to a great breadth. 


At ſun- ſet we continued our courſe 


eaſt· north eaſt, about three quarterę 
of a league from land, the wind being 
north- weſt, but blowing very mode- 
rately, and the tide was alſo againſt 
us. The wind changed in the 
night, after which we were becalm' d, 
and had ſhowers of rain. The wea- 
ther likewiſe continued thick for 


ſome days; but this did not pre- 


vent us from proceeding tothe fourth 
point, which lies north-eaſt about 
two leagues from Kractatouw. Some 


fiſhermen of that coaſt advanced to- 


ward us, and we ſent out our floop 
in order to be ſupplied with ſome 


_ refreſhments from them. Some of

This fruit grows in large 
cluſters, like grapes, with ſmal 

ftalks ; they have alſo a large kernel 

which reſembles a plumb- ſtone, and 
the flavour has a fweetneſs tempered 
with acidity, which is not difa- 
greeable to the taſte. They brought 
us alſo another ſort of fruit called 
Lanſe, which is very round, and its. 

colour an intermixture of yellow 
and red, not unlike an Abricot, and 
it grows in the manner of grapes: 
beſide theſe, our fiſhermen ſupplied 
us with young Areeks, and Betelsbla- 
deren, or leaves of the betel, of which 
T ſhall treat more largely in my 
deſcription of Batavia. The 19th we 
had unſettled weather, and ſteered our 
courſe north by eaſt, and to north- 
north-eaſt, and the wind and tide 
being againſt us, obliged us to an- 


chor about noon in twenty fathom 


water. We, however, ſoon ſet Gil 
again with a favourable wind, bear- 
ing to north north- eaſt, and to north - 
eaſt by north; but did not continue 
long in this courſe. We caſt an- 
chor again on this ſide the point of 
Bantam, which lay . north-eaſt by 
north, at the diſtance of a league 
and a half, The wind changed fre- 
quently in the night, and abundance. 
of rain fell. We failed again in 


the morning, and continued out 
courſe to north and north by eaſt, 


in nineteen, twenty two, and twen- 


ty three fathom water; but were 


obliged to come to anchor again a- 
bout noon, in fight of ſeveral high 
ernoon, the wind

, | 
On the 22d Idrew two beautiful 
proſpects, the firſt of which is exhibi- 
ted in plate 194. where D marks 
out the iſle of Paſſage. E that of 
Selebeſe, and F the northern fide of 
the continent of the inner weſtern 
coaſt. The point of Bantam is re- 
preſented at the letter G, in plate 
19 5. together with the coaſt of Ja- 
va at H, and the Chapeau de Bra- 
Bant at I. There is likewiſe a view of 
all the mountains, and iſlands filled 
with trees, which form a very agree- 
able proſpect. We had then the 
point of Bantam to the north-eaſt, 
and the Chapeau de Brabant to the 
north - north-eaſt, about a league and 
a half from us, and toward noon 
we perceived a Batavian veſſel un- 
der fail, with a bark belonging to 
the com any. The veſſel was a 
| Dutch pink, on her return to Eu- 
rope. As ſoon as we ſaw their flag, 
. we hoiſted ours, and ſent. our ſloop 
out to enquire after news ; ſhe on 
her part ſent two pilots on board us, 
who did not ſtay long; and in the 
mean time the company's bark ar- 
rived, according to cuſtom, to exa-

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mine and take an account of the 1706. 
ſhips which arrive in that fea, The 
maſter of the bark ordered the cap- 
tain of our ſhip, on the part of the 
magiſtrate of Batavia, to ſend his 
clerk on ſhore with the company's 
letters, upon which he immedi- 
ately obeyed, and we then ſet fail 
again with a weſterly wind.

it contains a fine hall, with a ſmall 


apartment on each fide; together 
with a large one fronting the en- 


trance into the court. Under this 


is a room furniſhed with ſeats, for the 


uſe of the ſervants; and over it is 


a place open at the top, and glazed 
on the ſides, for the uſe of thoſe who 
play on Baliers, which inſtruments 1 


ſhall hereafter deſcribe. This edifice is 
ſquare, and ſurrounded with wood 
painted green.

He aſſured me, that he would not fail 1706. 
to repreſent my requeſt to his ma 


jeſty that very day, and return me 
his anſwer as ſoon as poſſible. That 


lord, who was named Pangeran, 


prince of Pour-ba-nagara, was ac- 
companied by ten inſpectors of pep- 
per, and he ſeated himſelf in a chair 
between the commander and chief 
inſpector of the barriers. ©. The o- 
thers were placed on the contrary 
ſide, after the manner of the ori- 
entals. He came by water to 


Speekwick, attended by ſixteen do- 


meſtics. The commander enter- 


tained them with confections, and 


fruits, accompanied with bread, 
cheeſe, tea, and tobacco. They 
afterward counted the money, and 
ſealed it up in bags of 1000 Spaniſh 
rials. The commander then took 


the prime miniſter by the hand, and 


conducted him as far as the river. 
The next day about nine o'clock the 
chief inſpector of the barriers came 
to acquaint me, that I ſhould be ad- 
mitted to an audience of the king 


at two in the afternoon, and that 


his majeſty was gone for that pur- 
pu to a pleaſure-houſe, which he 
ad about a quarter of a league from 


the city. He asked me, if I would 


accept a horſe, or chooſe to go on 
foot, upon which I thanked him, 
and gave him to underſtand, that 
I preferred walking. He came to 
me at the appointed hour, and 
we were attended by M. Kaef, 
who had been the company's reſident 
at Bantam, before they had poſſeſ 


ſed themſelves of that place, and 


had returned thither about three 


months, in order to tranſact ſome 


negotiations, by virtue of which he 
was admitted to the audience with 
me. We were likewiſe attended by 
a ſeeretary, who was to be our in- 
texpreter. We found at the gate of 


the city four led horſes, which the 
king had ſent us, but we did not 


uſe them. The prime miniſter 


waited for us at the entrance into the 


palace, in order to introduce us to 
his majeſty; and we proceeded by 
a ſtone conduit raiſed about two or 


three feet above the ſurface of the 


ground,

the king's lodges, in which ſtood 


three coaches, the drivers of which 
were Hollanders, who were habited 
in ſcarlet after the Dutch manner. 

When we had paſſed over a wood- 
en bridge, railed on each fide, we 
entered by a ſmall door into a ve- 
ſible, where the king was ſeated on 
a couch, on the fide of which were 
five or ſix ordinary chairs. He ten- 
dered his hand to us, and received 
us in a very favourable manner; af- 
ter which he ordered us to fit down, 


which I accordingly did, after ha- 


ving paid him my compliments. The 


prince was ſeated at the upper end 


of a table, and we placed ourſelves 


on each ſide of him, and were im- 


mediately ſerved with confections, 
fruits, and other refreſhments; af. 
ter which tea, tobacco, and pipes 
were brought to us upon ſilver fal. 
vers, with two lighted candles. Some 


time after we were entertained with 


hot provifions, ſuch as Pilau, ra- 
gouts, chickens, roaſt- meat, and 


fruits; together with hard eggs, 


and radiſhes cut into ſlices. Every 


one had his napkin, and a plate fil- 


led with meat. What appeared to 


me moſt extraordinary was a large 
diſh full of a particular food, which 


reſembled ſtarch, and flices of pears, 
the taſte of which I found to be ad- 
mirable; but as for liquor, we had 
nothing but water, which was pour- 
ed out of a beaker, as well for 
drinking as waſhing of hands. 
Nothing ſurpriſed me more than 
our being ſerved by none but women: 


The ptime miniſter was ſeated on 1706. 
the ground, at the lower end of the 


table, with his legs croſſed after the 
manner of the eaſtern people. His 
wife ſerved at table, like the others, 
and even I had the honour to be 
waited upon by that lady. Monſieur 
Kaef was ſeated on the right hand 
of the king, and ſerved by three or 
four women of the firſt rank, 
There were others behind him, ſeat- 
ed on the ground, and among the 
reſt one who held a firelock in her 
hand; her companion graſped a ſmall 
pike, and a third held the king's 
cane, varniſhed with black, with a 
ſilver apple. They roſe from time 
to time, as I ſhall afterward relate 
more at large. 8 | 
Behind theſe were five or fix of 
the king's youngeſt ſons, from three 
to fix years of age, all very beauti- 


ful, and of a tolerable good com- 


plexion. This prince had no chil- 
dren by his firſt conſort, but had 


eight by his ſecand, who was his 


couſin german, and the widow of 


His brother, who had no children by 


her. The eldeſt is about thirteen 
years old, and the king has ſeveral 
other children by his third wife. 
This numerous off-ſpring did not 
prevent him frora eſpouſing a fourth, 
who has not the title of queen. 
This prince has likewiſe forty con- 
cubines, and 850 women who wait 
upon him in his palace. 

_ Fifteen or ſixteen ladies were be- 


hind theſe young princes, and three 
or four other companies of women 


appeared in the veſtible ; ſo that 


above 200 of them were then in 
motion. All of them had their 


| necks uncovered ; their arms and 


legs were likewiſe naked; a 


kind of petticoat was faſtened to 


their waiſt, and a ſmall piece of 
linnen above their boſom ; their 
hair was alſo plaited back on the top 
of their heads.

This prince, who is very affable 
and curious, asked me ſeveral queſ- 
tions concerning the countries rhro' 
which I had paſſed, and the moſt 
remarkable things I had ſeen. 
In particular, he enquired, who 
were the moſt powerful kings on 
earth ; what was the extent of their 
dominions, what the manners of the 
inhabitants, and which were the 
largeſt and moſt famous rivers in 


the world? I then related to him 


all the particulars of the Nile and 
Wolga, which I had meaſured both 
at their fources and outlets, and af- 
ter ward gave him a deſcription, of 
ſeveral otherri ders. 

In ſpeaking: of the world in ge- 
neral, he asked me how long the 
Chriſtians thought it had ſubſiſted, 
and how much longer they believed 
it would continue? To which I re- 
turned him the beſt anſwers, I. was 
able to make. The king took ſuch

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honour to acquaint him, that he 
defired me to tranſmit them to him 
in writing from Batavia, and I ac- 
cordingly promiſed to obey him. 

The king informed me, in his 
turn, that all the inhabitants of that 
country were formerly pagans, and 
that it was about 155 hundred 
years ſince they embraced the do- 
ctrines of Mobammed, at the ſolici- 
tation of one of his anceſtors, whoſe 
name was Soefoeboenan ' Aboel Ma- 
chaſin, who was reckoned a faint by 
the people, and to whoſe empire they 
ſubmitted themſelves. He then con- 


verſed with me about Turky, the Holy- 


Land, and Feruſalem. He alſo cauſed 
a Turkiſh merchant of Bethlehem, to 
be introduced, whom chance had 
brought into that part of the world, 
after he had loſt all his cargo at ſea. 

We had a long converſation to- 
gether, with which the king was 
ſo well ſatisfied, that he often ſhook 
me by the hand. He deſired me 
likewiſe to vifit him again the next 
day at nine in the morning in his 
palace, and to bring with. me the 
Journal of my firſt voyage, for I 
am informed, ſays he, that your 
book is in the hands of Mr. de 
Nys.

This kingdom, which is in the ſouth- 
ern part of the Eaſt- Indies, lies in the 


north-weſt tract of the iſland of Fa. 


va; it is near the ſtreights of Sunda, 
and at the diſtance of about twenty- 


five leagues from Batavia, which is 


_ weſtward from it. I took the diverſion 
Cie, Of the water in a canoe, which is a 
ſitmall veſſel of that country, pointed 
gat both ends, and made of the hol- 
lowed trunk of a tree called Bayer- 
fourtam, which is generally of a ſur- 


priſing thickneſs. Theſe boats go 


companied by a Pruſſian, who had 


been ſettled ſome time in that coun- 
try, and was well acquainted with 


the language and all the cuſtoms of 


it. We went to a place called Ca- 
rame, which is filled with tombs. 
It lies about a league from Bantam, 
upon the bank of the great river, 
which flows from the mountains. 
"Theſe tombs were erected for the 
families of the kings of Bantam. 


The chief ſtructure is entirely ruin 


ous; all the reſt are inconſiderable, 
and diſpoſed in covered places. Se- 
veral bodies are to be ſeen, ranged 
by each other, without any tombs, 


and only covered with earth raiſed 


to a ſmall height above the ſurface 
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of the ground, with little ſtones 


Joined together in the form of tombs. 


This place is ſurrounded by a ſingle

I employed the next day in making 
preparations for my departure, the 
enſuing evening, in one of the barks

"HE letter of the king of 
Bantam, which Mr. Kaef had 
in charge, being arrived in the road 


T of Batavia the 19th of July, Mon- 


ſieur Sabandbaer, maſter of the cere- 
monies, was immediately ſent, with 
ſeven or eight principal officers of 


the company, and ſome of the chief 


merchants, to receive it. This letter 
was placed in a large ſilver diſn, co- 
vered with yellow damask, richly 
flowered, and borne by a halberdier, 


accompanied by a ſlave in livery, 


who ſupported the damask covering. 
When they were come to the caſtle, 
they paſſed berween two ranks of 
ſoldiers of the gariſon under arms, 


and who were poſted from the great 
gate, as far as the governor's apart- 


ment, with enſigns diſplay d, and 


drums beating. A treble volley of 


ſmall arms, and the cannon of the 


caſtle, were then diſcharged, and a

His ſucceſſor was William d' Outs- 


Horn, who reſigned it the 15th of 


Auguſt 1704. ; and it was given the 
fame day to John Van Hoorn, who 
quitted it the 29th of October 1709, 
and had for his ſucceſſor Abrabam 
de Riebeek. 
As the hall where the pictures of 
theſe governors were hung was an- 
tient, it was thought adviſable to 
pull it down, and workmen are now 
employed in rebuilding it. The 
council in the mean time aſſembles 


in the hall which fronts the fiſn- 


pond: This apartment is very ſpa- 
cious, and riſes on an eminence a- 
bove the pond; it has likewiſe a 
cabinet which affords a fine proſpect. 
On each fide of the hall are ſmall 
gardens full of fruit-trees, with a 
low wall on the fide next the pond. 
In the paſſage from the citadel 
through the land-gate to the city, is 
a large ſtone bridge, built over the 
ditch, and the Eſplanade, beyond 


it, leads to a pleaſant road bordered, 


with trees. At the end of it is a 
Corps de Garde upon the bank of a 
river, which has a bridge over it, 
and a gate in the middle, where a 
centinel is ſtationed. — 


river, oppoſite to the Corps de Garde; 
and not far from thence is a ſcaffold, 
on which are executed thoſe who 
are condemned by the courts of ju- 
{tice of the citadel; but thoſe who 
are condemned by the magiſtrates of 
the city, are executed in a ſpacious 
{quare before the town-houſe. This 
was a large building of a conſider- 
able height, and adorned with a 
beautiful front; but the whole ſtruc- 
ture was ſo very antient, that they 
are at preſent employed in pulling 
it down, in order to rebuild it. Lea- 
ving this edifice on the left hand, the 
paſſage lies through the new ſtreet, 
and from thence into the ſuburbs, 
which are to the ſouth. About the 


diſtance of one hundred fathom 


from thence is a reſervoir, the water 
of which falls from the mountains, 
and is conveyed to this place by ſtone 
gutters ; and as this water is very good 
to drink, it is tranſported to the city 
in ſmall barks. The paſſage is con- 
tinned, with this reſervoir to the 
left, and five powder mills, together 


with ſeveral beautiful gardens; and 


on the right a large number of brick 
and lime kilns, to the left of which 
runs a ſmall river, which turns the 
mills, and the river Carrot flows to 


the right. 


The advanced guard of Ryſwick is 
a league from thence, and half a league 
from a fine eſtate or farm of the direc- 


tor-general of Rzebeek; it is diſtin- 


guiſhed by the name of Tanna-aban, or 
red- land; the red- lands already men- 
tioned, beginning at this place, four 
leagues from Sering-ſing, and twen- 
ty from the blew mountain. 
After paſſing through the fame 
gate, and leaving the great river on 
the right, one comes into a charm- 


ing road bordered with trees, and

In paſſing through the gate of 
Dieſt, one advances half a quarter of 
a league to the eaſt, where the road 
then turns to the weſt, and leads to 


two little forts, one of which is half, 


and the other three quarters of a 


league from the city. At a little di- 


ſtance from hence is the canal of 
Moocker, which flows from Tange- 
ran, and was made by the bailiff 
of Mook, who has been re-imburſed 
his expences, which amounted to 
a very conſiderable ſum. The 
money, however, may be conſider- 
ed as loſt, ſince no uſe can be made 
of the canal. If, indeed, it could 
be rendered navigable, it would 
prove of vaſt advantage to the city, that 
quarter producing a plentiful growth 
of wood. Tangeran, to which this 
canal extends, is five leagues from 


Batavia, and ſeparates the territo- 


ries of that city from thoſe of Ban- 
tam. | „ 

From the gate of Utrecht one may 
proceed in the ſame road, to the 

north, as far as a place called the 
Flute, where a guard of fifteen ſol- 
diers is ſtationed, with a ſergeant 
and two corporals. This guard is 
on the weſtern point of the ſea- 
ſhore, by which means it renders 
any. farther paſſage impracticable. 
All the out parts of the city are 


filled with beautiful gardens and

of Chineſe, who are an indefatiga- 

ble people, and very ingenious, e- 

ſpecially in imitating whatever they 

ſee performed.

of all the ſugar-mills, and thoſe o- 
ther places where arrack and brandy 
are made. They likewiſe keep all 
ſorts of ſhops, dreſs proviſions, and 
ſell liquors: Their houſes therefore 
are always filled with ſailors. Malt- 
ſpirits being a very profitable com- 
modity, a vaſt quantity is according- 


ly conſumed. 


When I came to this city, I found 
thirty veſſels in the road, and there 
were almoſt as many when left it, 
excluſive of the barks which belong to

his head after the manner of the an- 
tients, who covered themſelves in 
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This child, who was but ten years 
old, did ſo ſeveral times, and then 
roſe up again by the direction of 
the attendants, among whom was 
his father clothed in white. The 
prieſt then ordered the child to ap- 
proach him, and made him ſprinkle 
ſome handfuls of ſeed upon his mo- 
ther's coffin, which concluded the 
ceremony. Nothing appeared to 
me more extraordinary then the ſcat- 
tering of the ſeed, which was cer- 
tainly emblematical, and ſignified 
to the attendants, that the perſons 
who performed the ceremonial wiſn- 


ed their poſterity might be multi- 


plied in the ſame manner.

lene: But as this prince was not 


maſter of thoſe qualifications that 
were requiſite for ſuſtaining fo great 


a weight, the regency of the ſtate 


was conſigned to Perdiccas; and the 


government of ſeveral kingdoms and 


provinces, was conferred upon the 


bother princes and lords, who acted at 


| firſt in the name of the new king, 
but ſoon aſpired to the ſovereign 
power: As theſe facts are known by 
all the world, and have been large- 
ly treated. of by ſeveral hiſtorians, 


Il ſhall think it ſufficient to preſent 


the reader with an exact liſt of all 
the Perſian kings from that time. 
It may be neceſſary to obſerve, 


that the Greeks did not long con- 


tinue maſters of the Perſian empire, 


Their diſunion, and continual wars, 


contributed not a little to the de- 
elenſion of their power. We find, 
however, in antient authors, a ſuc- 
ceſſion of Macedonian princes, who 
governed this kingdom. Alexander 


conferred the government of it on 


Peuceſtes, during his life, and he 
retained it after the death of that 
prince, till he was dethroned by An- 


tiochus, a natural ſon of Philip, and.

croſſed a ſmall gulph, which affords 
a retreat to pirates, and we therefore 
thought it neceſſary to be upon our 
guard at night; 'after which we con- 
tinued our voyage, being towed a- 
long as before, and ſoon ran aground: 
But we were ſet a-float again by a 
gale which ſprung up in the eaſt; 


and it likewiſe wafted us to the other 


fide of the river, where we caſt an- 
chor, and continued till eight in the 
morning, when we ſpread our fails 
to a favourable wind, and were ac- 
companied only by one veſſel, the o- 
thers having ſet fail before us. 
Toward noon we found another

The ſtreets are broad, and 
there are ſeveral churches built of 


wood, This city is likewiſe ren- 


dered very agreeable by the large 
growths of trees which ſurround it; 


there is alſo a large ſuburb on the 


| other ſide of the river, and the di- 


ſtance of it from Petroſeze is com- 
puted at ſixty werſtes, Our cha- 
riots were to be changed at this 


place; and as they are ſent for from 


the villages that lie round the city, 


paſſengers are frequently obliged to

Nw It will not be improper for me, 
building. before my departure from Moſcow, 
to mention ſome buildings that were 
erected there, ſince my journey to 
Perfa. The moſt conſiderable of 
theſe is a large ſtructure of ſtone, 
which was begun ſeven years ago, 
and was intended for the officers of 
the mint; but within the laſt year 
and a half it has been converted into 
a diſpenſatory for medicines. It is a 
very fine and lofty building, with a 
beautiful tower in the front. Its 
ſituation is to the eaſt of the caſtle, 
and on the ſpot where formerly was 
a market for fowls. The paſſage 
to it lies through a large baſe court, 
at the end of which is a great ſtair- 
caſe, that conducts to the firſt apart- 
ment, which is vaulted, and very 
| lofty, and contains fifteen feet in 
depth, and twenty in breadth. Peo- 
ple were employed in painting it 
in diſtemper at that time. The fide 
walls are embelliſhed with fine croſs 
work, and the others are to be deco- 
rated with China ſyrup-pots, and o- 
ther vaſes, on the top of which the 
arms of his Czarian majeſty are en- 
amelled. There are two doors to 
this apartment, one of which affords 
a paſſage into the magazine of me- 
dicinal herbs; the other opens into 
the chancery, or office of accounts 
belonging to the houſe.

I likewiſe found, at my return 
from Perfia, that an hoſpital had 
been built at Moſcom for ſick perſons. 


This ſtructure is built of wood, on 


the bank of the river Jonſa, and in 


the German Slabode. The hoſpital is 


divided into two parts, in each of 


which are ſeven beds on one fide,

His com- 
panions, who were ſenſible this in- 


telligence was true, retired as faſt as 


poſſible, and left us to ourſelves. 
We were not ſurpriſed at this 8

He aſſured us, that it was altogether 


impracticable, becauſe the Raſſian 
Cofjacks-were ſtill employed in burn- 


ing all the remaining villages, and in 


breaking down. the bridges, and that 
it would likewiſe be impoſſible for 
us to eſcape thoſe who were in the 
ſervice of Sweden, and plundered 
where. ever they came, not ſo much 
as ſparing the lives of thoſe who had 
the misfortune to fall into their hands: 

for which reaſons he adviſed us to 
return with him, and we found it 
neceſſary to take that reſolution. 
This gentleman likewiſe diſpatched 


as we had two horſes to each ſledge, 
ve ſoon overtook the party who had 
treated us with ſuch ill language;

mander of it ſeveral laſhes with his

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We were likewiſe informed, that 1708-

Soedakes, 
Sterlettes, perch, and ſmelts, whoſe 
exceeding whiteneſs has given this 
lake. its name.

there is another lake, at the diſtance

Wo- vided myſelf with a bark, an 


other things that were neceſſary. We 
proceeded at firſt to the ſouth, and 
then to the eaſt, through a channel 
bordered with little woods on each 
fide, and after we had advanced 


twenty werſtes, we came to the ri- 


ver Soegna, or Suchana, into which 


the Wologda, which is not fo large 


a river, diſcharges its ſtreams. On 
the 18th we ſet up a fail made of 
mats, and ſteered to the eaſt, and af- 
terward to the ſouth, paſſing by a 
timber-yard, where the ſhips that 
tranſport mercantile goods from Wo- 
da to Archangel, are built, and 
the bank was covered with fir- trees. 
On the 19th we kept on to the 
eaſt, and I landed on a fpot of 
ground that was filled with a growth 
of wild ſtrawberries, and rasberries, 
flowers, and roſe-trees. This fitua- 
tion is in the northern latitude of 


59 degrees, and g minutes; where 


the bank of the river riſes to a con- 
ſiderable height, and is ſhaded over 
with fir, birch, and alder- trees; and 


we there ſaw tracts of arable land, 


together with ſome meadows; and 
obſerved that the river flowed to 
the north, and then to the eaſt. 


We faw ſeveral fiſhermen in this 


place, and afterward paſſed by the 
Hand of Jedo, in which is a ſmall 
church, and we arrived in the even- 


ing at the city of Todma, at the con- 


flux of the rivers Suchana and Todma. 
I drew the proſpect of this city to the 
ſouth-weſt, as it appears in plate 
247. It is ſituated on an eminence 
near the river, and in the northern 


latitude of 60 degrees and 14 mi- 

nutes. It is ſmall, and muſt be 
ranked among thoſe of the meaner 
claſs; and all the buildings are of 
wood. The diſtance from hence 
to Ouſtiough, is computed at two 


hundred and fifty duerfen. Near this 


city is a large mill, built in the 
Dutch manner, except only that it 
has but two fails, which were part- 
ly broken. At the diſtance of eight 
werſtes above the city, we ſaw ſe. 


veral large ſtones in the river, and 


they roſe above the ſurface of the 
water, but moſt of them are vi- 
ſible only in the month of July, 
when the ſtream is low ; but it 


was then two good fathoms in 


depth to our right. Several green 
tracts of land appeared in the mid- 
dle of the .river, but the ſouthern 
fide is always navigable, and the 
channel is a hundred and' fifty pa- 
ces broad in ſeveral places. On the 
twentieth we came about noon to 
Stare Todma, which ſignifies. Old 
Todma; and this is the ſport where 
it was begun to be rebuilt thirty years 
ago, but the work was not continu- 


ed, and it was built in the place 
where it now ſtands, I could ea- 


fily read here at midnight, without 
a candle; whereas when I left Vo- 
logda, there was no travelling later 
than ten at night. We paſſed on 
the 21ſt by Apocko, which is a large 
town, fituated on each fide of the 


river, and there is a fine church in 


it, with a ſteeple and domes covered 
with tin.

duces plenty of fiſh, and is a good 
erſte in breadth. About eight in 


the evening we paſſed by the mo- 
naſtery of Dereefne, which is built 
of wood, and incloſed with a wall 
of the ſame ſubſtance. From hence 
we could ſee the city of Oeſt. jocga, 
or Ouſftiough, which makes a very 
conſiderable appearance in that quar- 
ter, and we arrived thither in the 
ſpace of an hour. This city is five 
hundred werſtes from Archangel, and 
has ten or twelves churches, all 
built of white ſtone, except the 
dom es, two of which are cover'd with 
tin, as are likewiſe the little ſteeples. 
All the other churches, together 


with the houſes, are built of wood, 


and the archiepiſcopal palace, where 


the archbiſhop reſides, is a large 


ſtructure :. The greateſt part of the 


city is ſeated on the left fide of the 


river, and there is a ſtone church, 
and two of wood, in that part of it 
which is on the other fide. That 
on the left extends along the river in 


the form of a half moon: It is a 


good league in length, and a quarter 
of a league in breadth, in ſome pla- 
ces, and the breadth of the river is 
equal to a uwerſte. After one has 
paſſed by the city, the river turns to 
the ſouth-eaſt, and the land lies 
low. The monaſtery of Troyts is 
not above half a league ſouth-eaſt 
from this flexure of the ſtream, The 
river Foeg, or Jugb, flows ſouth- 
ward into the Nzeſna-/oegna, or Su- 
chana; and their united ſtreams are 


then called the Dwina, which fig- 


nifies junction. The city there- 


fore is ſeated at the extremity of the 
Sucbana, the outlet of the Foeg, and 


the mouth of the Dwina; and in 
the northern latitude of 61 degrees, 
and 15 minutes. The Jocg flows 


from the city of Glienooy, which is 


forty werſtes from this place. 
The merchants in this city are 
very numerous, and great quantities

and extremely agreable. 
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of grain are tranſported from hence 
to all parts. I drew at midnight, 


and on the ſide of the monaſtery of 
Troyts, a proſpect of the city, which 
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is exhibited in plate 248. The let-

had advanced thirty werfes from the 


city, we went to ſee the ſalt-works gal- 
of the Gooft, or officer of the euſtams, #-%- 


whoſe name was Waſieli Grdetin. 
They are not far from the tiver, and 
conſiſt of four pits, in each of which 
are placed ſeveral trunks of trees hole 
lowed through their whole length, 
and ſtrongly compacted - together 
with cords. They riſe twelve feet 
above the ſurface of the: earth; and 
are likewiſe ſunk to the depth of 
twenty ſeven fathoms below it. The 


water aſcends through them to the 


ſurface, from whence it is conveyed 
by. pipes, to places appointed for 
its reception, and each pit is encloſed 
with a wooden building, I cauſed 
one of them to be opened, in order 
to taſte the water, which was ex- 
tremely ſalt; and theſe four pits at- 
ford as much watetas would fill twen- 
ty ſalt-pans, though there were but 
ſix in this place, and only one was 
uſed at that time. Theſe ſalt-pans 


are likewiſe in ſeparate lodges, in the 


middle of which is a large ſtove, 
and a great far js-kindled;) ig ft, 


when the ſalt is worked.

The uſual price for a poet of falt is 


two pence, but they ſometimes pay 


three at Archangel.

As we continued our voyage, we 
paſſed by ſeveral villages, as likewiſe 


a large bank of ſand, and an iſland 


two werſtes in length, and full of 


trees. From thence we advanced to 


the north, and came to the river 


Wiethgda, which is ſaid to have its 


ſource in Siberia, and it diſcharges

north-weſt, we every moment ſaw 
villages, ſituated in a beautiful coun- 
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try full of trees. The river is here 


very broad; it likewiſe forms ſome 
iſlands, and is two fathoms and a 


half in depth. On the 24th we 


ſaw a fine church, with a dome co- 
vered with tin, in a little village, a- 


bout half the way from Ouſtjougb to 


Archangel, and in the northern la- 


titude of 63 degrees, and 10 mi- 
nutes. We here ſaw a ſhip which 
had run a- ground, and ſeveral iſlands 
full of trees. We likewiſe bad a 
viewy to the left of the little river 
Pende, which is very deep, and flows 
above forty werſtes ai country. 

On the 27th we found the ſhore 
very high and ſtony, and approach- 
ed the mountains of Alabaſter, 
which are to the left of thoſe who 
advance northward, and we landed, 
in order to ſee them. The inhabi- 
tants of the country call them P.

We were detained here by. con- 
trary winds, till the twenty fixth, 


and then caſt anchor on the ſide of 
three Ruſſian men of war, of twelve 
and eighteen guns. On the 27th 


three others came up with us; 3 and 
the next day we ſaw a fleet of about 
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nine men of war, five of which were 


Engliſb, three Dutch, and one Ham- 


_ burgher. The fleet conſiſted of fix- 


ty- eight Eng/;/þ ſhips, fifty Dutch, 
eighteen” Hamburgers, three Daniſh, 
and one Muſcovite, which laſt came 
from the Je of Bears, laden with 
whale blubber. She had met with 


good ſucceſs in her voyage, and both 


the maſter and pilot were Dutch- 


men. This fleet employed the whole 


Monſieur 1/meybef, who had for. 


day in paſſing by us in a line, which 


formed a very agreeable view, and 
ſuch perhaps as had never been ſeen 
before in this part of the world. 


What appeared moſt ſurpriſing to us 


was, that this fleet entered the river 


without taking one pilot to aſſiſt 


them. 
Among this fleet was a Daniſh 


ſhip of twenty guns, and a flag on 
her main maſt; and it had on board 


merly been at the court of Den- 
mark, in the quality of ambaſſador 
from Mauſcovy. This miniſter im- 


mediately landed with all his train; 


and Madam de Dolgerocke, whoſe 
husband had lately ſucceeded Mon- 
fieur Iſneybef at the Daniſh court, 


embarked in the ſame veffel, in or- 
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then lay at anchor in the outlet 


of the river, that ſhe might not be 


obliged to ſtrike her colours, which 
could not have been avoided if ſhe 
had advanced farther. There were 
ſome ſhips indeed which attempted 


to paſs without performing this cere- 


monial ; but the Czar's ſhips fired 
upon them twenty cannon loaded 
with ball, which obliged them to 
comply, and they were, likewiſe 


compelled to pay above fifty florins 


for each ſhot ; after which they all 


anchored before New Dino. 


Me advanced on the 3oth into the 9, 
White Sea, with a ſouth-weſt wind, White
